LIVING COSTS UP 1.7 PCT, 
DURING LAST THREE MONTHS 


Labor Department Reports Particu- 
larly Large Advances in Food 
and Household Furnishings. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The La- 

bor Department said today that liv- 

ing costs increased 1.7 per cent in 

32 large cities during the _ three- 

month period ended March 15. The 

figure was an average for the cities. 

In some of them costs increased 

more, and in others the rise wWas 

less than 1.7 per cent. Los Angeles 


3.6 per cent. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins point- 
ed out that “particularly large ad- 
vances were noted in the cost of 
food and household furnishing 
goods.” The cost of food index, 
based on 1923-25 prices as average, 
climbed 2.9 per cent ‘as compared 
with the index for Dec. 15, 1936. 

Food prices in Kansas City 
jumped more than five per cent. 

The general index of the’ cost 
of living, the bureau said, was 12.5 
per cent above the low point of 
June, 1933, but still 15.9 per cent 
below December, 1929.

The 
offer, it is understood, was com- 
municated to Paris and London. 

The Basques, however, are aware 
that Franco may refuse to agree 
to evacuation of Bilbao on the 
ground that it would facilitate 
defense of the city. Britain’s re- 
ported plan to convoy evacuation 
ships outside the three-mile limit, 
however, has cheered Bilbao.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish 
Frontier. May 1.—Gen. Francisco 
Franco has arrived on the northern

Insurgent 
officers declare they are confident 
the Basques’ “desperate military 
situation” will force them to ‘sur- 
render. 

Children’s Safety First. 

The nine British merchantmen 
that have been offered, all of which 
ran the attempted Insurgent block- 
ade during: the past week to relieve 
beleaguered Bilbao’s food crisis, 
are the Portelet, Hamsterley, Thurs- 
ton, Marvia, Shegf Field, Back- 
worth, Blackhill, Thorpehall and 
Consett. Their masters, announc- 
ing the evacuation plan after a 
conference at Bilbao with R. C. 
Stevenson, the British Consul, say 
they hope to be able to remove be- 
tween 4000 and 5000 children to a 
refuge around the Bay of Biscay’s 
bend in France.

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, May 
1.—Pope Pius XI, tired but in good 
spirits, came to his villA here to- 
night to celebrate his  eightieth 
birthday May 31 and spend the rest 
of the spring and summer.

BRONZE MONUMENT 
DESIGN FOR ITY READY 


To Be Erected at Grand and 
Washington When Art 
Commission Approves. 


A bronze monument to the mound 
builders, designed by Charles A. 
Beaty, St. Louis sculptor, will be 
presented to the city by a group of 
20 citizens for installation in a 
memorial fountain at Grand and 
Washington boulevards as soon as 
the City Art Commission approves 
the design, the sculptor said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Beaty did not disclose the names 
of the persons who have subscribed 
to a fund of $15,000 to pay for the 
monument. Tentative plans an- 
nounced by Director of Public Wel- 
fare Joseph M. Darst provide that 
the city construct the basin for the 
fountain, make water and lighting 


connections, and maintain the me- 
morial, which would be placed in 
the small triangular park at the in- 
tersection. The cost to the city 
would be small, Darst told report- 
ers. 

Inspection by the Art Commis- 
sion as been delayed because it is 
being reorganized under:-a new city 
ordinance which increased its mem- 
bership. Mayor Dickmann has in- 
dicated he will make several new 
appointments to the commission 
next week so that it can begin to 
function again. 

In Beaty’s design bronze figures 
of two Indians, slightly larger than 
life size, surmount a nine-foot gran- 
ite column. One of the Indians is 
standing, shooting an arrow into 
the air, and the other is kneeling 
beside a fire. The mound builders 
used flaming arrows for signaling 
‘At night. A kind of bronze’ which 
reflects light well will be used for 
the tips of the arrows, Beaty said. 

The column on which the figures 
rest would be placed in the center 
of the concrete fountain basin, 
which w@uld be about 30 feet in 
diameter, according to the sculp- 
tor’s plan. ,The water jets would 
be placed about 18 inches below the 
top of the column. 

Several of the subscribers to the 
monument fund have urged that the 
fountain be named in honor of the 
late David R. Francis, Beaty said. 

A plaster model of the figures, 
half the size planned for the monu- 
ment, is on exhibit at the Healy art 
gallery, 4526 Olive street.

SLOT MACHINE TIME

Devices Return After Confisca- 
tion Order, Provide Pastime 
for Deputy Constables. 


Three of the force’s finest, in 
their uniforms of blue, their chests 
crossed by neat Sam Brown belts 
from which swing their trusty re- 
volvers, took strategic positions in 
the bar room below the office of 
Constable Jim Hogan of Normandy 
Township, their superior, intent on 
a fourth uniformed deputy who 
was closely examining a device be- 
hind the bar, 

The fourth deputy, his eyes light- 
ed with excitement, reached into 
his pocket and carefully poked 
something at the contraption. He 
seized a projecting portion and gave 
it a vicious jerk. Four pairs of 
eyes watched expectantly. There 
was a bang, a rattle and a whir— 
then silence. 

“Hell,” said the deputy behind 
the bar, “let’s go get speeders.” 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, whose 
attention had been attracted by the 
tense scene, looked over the bar 
and saw a slot machine. 

Jerry Hogan, proprietor of the 
tavern and brother of Constable 
Hogan, said he had no idea how 
the machine got there. Neither did 
Justice of the Peace Frank Malone 
who quaffed a glass of beer. Nor 
did any of the uniformed preserv- 
ers of the peace and dignity of the 
State, county and Normandy Town- 
ship. 

One deputy said it was beyond his 
powers of comprehension (or words 
to that effect) to understand why 
people should complain about the 
machine since it was “hidden from 
public view.” 

The machine in Hogan’s saloon 
gt Woodson road and Midland ave- 
nue, was like scores of others which 
suddenly made their appearance in 
Normandy Township last week, two 
weeks after they had disappeared 
quite as suddenly when Sheriff 
A. J. Frank ordered his deputies to 
confiscate all machines and arrest 
proprietors of places in which they 
were found.

next Saturday, failed for the first 
time this year as Melodist from 
the Wheatley Stable won the Wood 
Memorial at Jamaica. 


Asked to carry his vaunted speed 
over a distance for the first time 
this year, the son of Pompey not 
only failed to exhibit that speed 
but wound up fifth, six lengths 
back of Melodist, a 15 to 1 shot, in 
the mile and 70-yard dress rehears- 
al for the Derby. Marshall Field’s 
Sir Damion trailed Melodist by a 
length with third going to J. W, 
Brown’s Jewell Dorsett, a non-Der- 
by eligible, and fourth to W. A, 
Carter’s Clodion. 

Pompoon had no excuse. He was 
the 3 to 5 choice of the record 
crowd of 25,000 but not once did 
he justify the odds after breaking 
in second place. Harry Richards 
tried his best to keep the J. H. 
Louchheim colt within striking dis- 
tance but Pompoon dropped back 
steadily until he was in sixth place. 
He managed to move up a notch 
before the finish but failed to 
show the stretch drive tnat fea- 
tured his victory in the Paumonoa 
Handicap 10 days ago. 

Off for Downs Today. 

Despite Pompoon’s defeat, 
Louchheim announced after the 
race that the colt would be shipped 
to Churchill Downs tomorrow. 
“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons, himself 
surprised at the fine showing made 
by Melodist, reserved final decision 
on the winner until after confer- 
ring with the colt’s owners, Mrs, 
H. C. Phipps and Ogden Mills, to- 
morrow. Sir Damion also probab- 
ly will make the trip, although no 
word was forthcoming immediate- 
ly from Trainer George Odom. 

Like Gallant Fox, Omaha and 
Granville, which Fitzsimmons sent 
on from the Wood to the Derby, 
Melodist displayed a powerful 
stretch drive that indicated the vet- 
‘eran trainer would have another 
strong contender for the Blue 
Grass classic. The son of Royal 
Minstrel-Vexing was slow to get 
under way but once he got his long 
legs working, he fairly ate up the 
ground. 

Winner of only one of his niné 
starts as a juvenile and victorious 
in one of his two previous 1937 
starts, Melodist broke from the bar- 
rier in sixth place. He dropped 
back to eighth with apparently no 
chance of winning the purse of 
$19,150 as Nick Wall sent Sir Da- 
mion into a half-length advantage 
over Clodion, 

Melodist Eighth at Half. 

At the half mile post, Melodist 
still was eighth, six lengths back 
while Sir Damion and Clodion were 
staging a duel out in front with 
Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Chicolorado 
struggling to hold third place over 
Jewell Dorsett. 

Midway of the turn leading into 
the home stretch, Johnny Longden 
had Melodist flying past horses un- 
til he was in fourth place. He kept 
on traveling and a sixteenth of a 
mile later was in second place, less 
than a length back of Sir Damion.

F the field is large, the tech- 

nicians of the forecasting busi- 
ness will begin to drag out the 
time honored argument that the 
post-position may determine the 
result of the big race. 

That this is a fallacy a study 
of the derbies of the past 24 years, 
made by Racing Form reveals. 
It proves that post-position has 
had very little to do with the 
finish. 

Of the horses to draw post posi- 
tion No. 1, presumably the most 
advantageous, only three were re- 
turned winners. In only one in- 
stance did it benefit these three 
as to getting a starting advantage. 
That was in the case of Sir Bar- 
ton which, in No. 1 position, took 
the lead at the start and was 
never headed—the only instance 
of the kind in nearly a quarter of 
a century. One No. 1 post horse, 
Behave Yourself, fell back stead- 

ily from the rise of the barrier 
until he was in ninth place; and 
the third, Black Gold, fell back 
to sixth place. 
No. 5 post position figured most 
often among the Derby winners 
since 1912, but in not a single in- 
stance did that position enable 
the ultimate winner to jump clear 
of trouble. 

Bold Venture was No. 5 at the 
barrier but got away thirteenth 
and was eighth at the-half. Oth- 
er No. 5 post. position Derby 
horses fared as follows: Twenty 
Grand was ninth away from the 
post and fell back to tenth at the 
half. Exterminator was fifth in 
the getaway and was still there at 
the half, while Donerail, which 
won in 1913 at the record odds of 
91.45 to 1, was shuffled back to 
sixth and remained there up to 
the mile.

Pointing out 
that construction, while it had 
made great strides toward recovery 
during the past year and a half, 
had not nearly approximated its 
normal volume of the pre-depres- 
sion era, the association during the 
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past year had been advocating cer- 
tain legislative reforms which it 
believed would bring about further 
increases. 

Revenue Act, Obstacle. 

In the field co: private construc- 
tion, industrial building has been 
held back by -hc«  undistributed- 
profits provisions of 'the 1936 Rev- 
enue Act, E. J. Harding, managing 
director of the association, pointed 
out. Commercial building has not | 
made a satisfactory recovery be- 
cause of lack of confidence on the 
part of banks and lending institu- 
tions. “Both these types of build- 
ing form important markets in the 
private construction field,” Harding 
declared, “and all statistics show 
that they have lagged far behind 
residential construction in the re- 
sumption of activity. In order to 
determine the reason for this lag, 
we made many contacts with bank- 
ers and industrialists. We found 
that the demand was present but

Screens in just a few of the win- 
dows, or in the windows only, are 
not enough.

Copper screening will not rust 
and lasts for many years, the col- 
lege says.

Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Edgar H. Wayman, chairman 
of the Mayor’s Civic Committee, 
which drafted the original bill for 
permanent registration of St. Louis 
voters, will confer tomorrow on the 
request of John B. Edwards, vice- 
chairman, for a meeting of the com- 
mittee to consider changes involved 
in the substitute measure perfected 
in the State House of Representa- 
tives Thursday. 

Wayman announced yesterday 
that he would make known the de- 
cision on the meeting after talking 
with the Mayor. 

Edwards, a lawyer, who was 
chairman of the St. Louis Election 
Board in 1921-25, under Gov. Hyde, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that, if the meeting was called, he 
wuld offer a resolution condemn- 
ing the substitute bill, on the 


ground that it would destroy the 
usefulness of permanent registra- 


The Mayor said that he had no 
objection to calling the meeting, 
but that this was a matter for Way- 
man to act on as chairman of the 
committee. No one, the Mayor 
added, had asked him to have a 
meeting held. 

Both Dickmann and Wayman re- 
turned yesterday from a irip to 
Washington on city business, but 
on different trains. Wayman 
reached City Hall after the Mayor 
had departed for the week-end. 

Mayor Sees Representatives. 

Discussing. the legislative situa- 
tion, Mayor Dickmann reasserted 
that he had done everything within 
his power to obtain pas\age of his 
committee’s original bill. He 
added that Robert E. Hannegan, 
chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee, and one of his chief 
political aids, also had advocated 
it. Hannegan likewise has said to 
a reporter that he favored the 
original measure. 

Among callers at the Mayor’s of- 
fice yesterday were State Repre- 
sentatives David A. Hess and Ed- 
ward M. Brady, two of the 19 
members of the city’s solidly Dem- 
ocratic delegation in the House. 
Discussing their visit, Dickmann 
said to reporters: 

“I said to them: ‘What’s. the 
matter with that bill? Why don’t 
you pass it as drafted?’ They re- 
plied: ‘You’ve a right to draft ’em, 
but we've a right to amend ‘em, 
too.’” 

Leaving the office, the Repre- 
sentatives said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that they favored the sub- 
stitute bill, as submitted by the 
House Committee on Elections, 
and that it was sure to be passed. 
“You'll get it in a week or so,” 
they remarked. Brady added that 
one objection to the original draft 
was the fear it would keep iillit- 

erate persons from voting. The 
draft made full provision for il- 
literates. 
Edwards’ Objections. 

Former Chairman Edwards de- 
clared that the changes made by 
the substitute bill completely emas- 
culated the original measure. 

Particularly he condemned the 
elimination by the House commit- 
tee of the authority given the Elec- 
tion Board in the present law to 
appoint precinct judges and clerks 
employed or engaged in business in 
the ward. The substitute would re- 
strict eligibility to residents of the 


ward. The present law was enact- 


ed about the time Edwards’ board 
took office and his board and those 
succeeding it took advantage 


whereas employes of banks and 


business houses are readily avail- 


able.

JOBLESS UNDERTAKEN 


Workers’ Alliance in City and 
County Will Begin Tomor- 
row to Make Up List. 


A registration of jobless on re- 
lief, in need of relief and employ- 
able workers in need of jobs, will 
be undertaken tomorrow by the St. 
Louis 2nd St. Louis County Work- 
ers’ Alliance, affiliated with the 
Workers Alliance of America. 

The registration will be conduct- 
ed through its headquarters at 3608 
Finney avenue. Cards will be fur- 
nished the unemployed inscribed 
as follows: “I want a job! I am will- 
ing to work and able to work. I 
don’t want to live on relief. I can’t 
get work in private industry.” 

The registration campaign is in 
line with the national policy of the

UNIONS PICKET MORE 
HOLLYWOOD STUDIOS 


Workers in Four on Strike— 
Those in 14 Others to Vote 
Today. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 1— 
Picketing increased at major stu- 
dios and spread to others tonight, 
as the threat of a paralyzing strike 
affecting more than 10,000 crafts- 
men and piayers hung over the mo- 
tion picture industry. Four unions 
with a membership of some 2500 al- 
ready were nominally on strike un- 
der a call issued last night. 

The question of whether 14 other 
unions will join the walkout will 


be decided tomorrow morning at a 
meeting of the recently organized 
parent body, the Federated Motion 
Picture Crafts, strike sponsor. Its 
unions were voting today to deter- 
mine strike sentiment. 

The powerful Screen Actors’ Guild 
also called a mass meeting for to- 
rorrow night in the Hollywoed Le- 
gion Stadium, to decide whether 
5600 members, including nearly all 
the film colony’s top-notch players, 
will pass through picket lines into 
the studios. 

Federated Crafts officials are 
banking heavily on the Actors’ Guild 
for support of their demands for a 
closed shop and union recognition in 
the industry. Préducers’ represen- 
tatives so far have declined to grant 
these demands before receiving and 
considering any wage and hour re- 
quests which the crafts may expect 
to make. 

Effect of last night’s strike call to 
the four unions could not be deter- 
mined definitely today, Saturday be- 
ing a light day at most studios. 

Pat Casey, labor conciliator for 
the producers, said few workers 
failed to report and such production 
as was scheduled was not hampered. 

The four unions called on strike 
are the painters, makeup artists, 
scenic artists and draftsmen. 

Draftsmen at RKO and Columbia 
studios walked out this morning. 
Other unionists, including studio 
cooks and culinary workers, and 
195 camera machinists, were report- 
ed walking out in advance of the 
federation meeting tomorrow.

BONDS HELD BY P. §.6. 


Disposition of $555,000 of 
United Railwavs Securities 
at Issue. 


The question of what use will be 
made of $555,000 of United Rail- 
ways first m ortgages bonds now 
owned by the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. will be submitted to 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Davis in a suit expected 
to be filed tomorrow. 

St. Louis Union Trust Co., trus- 
tee under the United Railways first 
mortgage, has given notice that it 
will file the suit and will ask that 
the bonds be set aside ina special 
fund to apply against the existing 


deficiency in maintenance of the 
street railway properties. 

Under a supplemental indenture 
executed by the Public Service Co. 
in 1927 when it took over the street 
railways and assumed the United 
Railways mortgage bonds, the Pub- 
lic Service Co. agreed to spend 25 
per cent of gross revenue for main- 
tenance and rehabilitation of prop- 
erty, or to place in a sinking fund 
for that purpose an equivalent 
amount of Government bonds or 
United Railways bonds. This pro- 
vision was never met, and the ex- 
isting deficiency is now more than 
$11,000,000. 

Of the bonds in question, $118,- 
000 are: now in the treasury of the 
company, having been purchased 
with company funds before it went 
into receivership April 15, 1933. The 
remaining $437,000, acquired in like 
manner, were deposited with a 
bonding company to cover appeals 
from damage judgments, but the 
cases have been disposed of and 
the company expects to recover the 
bonds. The suit will be directed 
against Henry W. Kiel, trustee un- 
der the bankruptcy reorganization 
proceedings. 
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163 KILLED BY AUTOMOBILES 
IN MISSOURI IN 3 MONTHS 


1096 Persons Injured in Same Time 
in Accidents, State Highway 
Commission Reports. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 1.—Ac- 
cidents jnvolving automobiles 
caused the death of 163 persons in 
Missouri in the first three months 
of 1937 and injury to 1096, the State 
Highway Commission reports to- 


day. Of these, 71 were killed and 
068 injured on highways. 

State totals included 131 accidents 
in St. Louis, 62 in Kansas City, 35 
in St. Joseph and 15 in Jefferson 
City. These figures were regarded 
as incomplete. 

Collision accounted for 876 acci- 
dents and striking pedestrians by 
cars for 170. A total of 113 auto- 
mobiles turned over, 104 hit fixed 
objects at the side of the road, 83 
went into the ditch and 38 over em- 
bankments, 60 hit parked cars and 
43 collided with trains. 

Mechanical or tire defects ac- 


counted for only 62 of the accidents 
in which the cause was reported. 
Seventy-three were attributed to 
general “careless driving,” 53 to 
loss of control, 45 to stopping too 
soon, 37 to failure to see a train 
and 27 to driving when drunk.

Task Is to Co-operate With 
Good and Fight Bad of 
Administration. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—John D. 
M. Hamilton, Republican National 
Chairman, said in a radio address 
tonight that the Republican party’s 
task is that of a constructive op- 
position distinguishing between 
“good and bad in the performances 
of the administration.” 

“We covet a willingness to co- 
operate with the good, and equally 
covet a determination to attack the 
bad and to expose it and, if possible, 
to prevent it from coming into 
being,” he said. The party “will 
oppose any program of domination 
of this country,” he declared. 

He took note of suggestions that 
the Republican name be changed 
and new parties formed, but de- 
clared as to that only future could 
tell the results. 

Foundation for Building. 

“If the future holds any changes 
for the (Republican) party,” he 
said, “I know that the new political 
structure will be built upon the 
foundation which we today call 
Republican—a foundation includ- 
ing 17,000,000 American citizens, 
among them more than 50,000 men 
and women officially representing 
the party in the precincts, in the 
wards and in the counties. 

“And so I can say to all who are

big now. I wish it would shrink. 
I must get a smaller place.” 

We went into a library where 
there was a wood fire.

“T’ve had it more than 14 years. 
When I was a kid getting started 
in the movies I lived in a Beverly 
Hills bungalow and passed this 
house every day. It had been built 
by King Gillette, the razor man. 
Those tall palms on the drive 
were tiny then. I would stop and 
look at this house because it was 
so big and grand and because I had 
heard it had an elevator. 

“Well, I got the house. And lI 
have been stuck in the elevator.

Essanay Studio on Argyle Street 
in Chicago and asked for a_ job. 
On that same day incidentally, 
another attractive applicant was 
Agnes Hinkle, who became Agnes 
Ayers.

Miss Swanson looks about the 
same, though. Trim and obviously 
exceedingly well. Her face seems 
to have lost a shade of siren lang- 
uor and to have gained in anima- 
tion. She never has done any- 
thing about the mole on _ her 
chin.

teachers she has had have told 
her that she might have realized 
it. 

Her voice lessons were discon- 
tinued only a few months ago when 
She decided it was no use trying 
to have two careers. She’s hap- 
pier this way; doesn’t have _ to 
pamper her throat and stay out 
of smoky rooms. She likes cig- 
arets and night clubs and poker 
parties. 

About future roles: “They'll be 
as different as possible. One of 
my best years was when I made 
‘Zaza, a characterization; ‘The 
Humming Bird,’ in which I wore 
boy’s clothes most of the time;

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Jobs That Begin After Forty

go00d many years, has been that 

jobs for the man or woman 
of more than 40 were alarmingly 
scarce, but now Walter B. Pitkin 
comes along and tells us that there 
is nothing in it—or, at least, not 
as much as we supposed—in an- 
other of his. excellent books. This 
one is called “Careers After Forty,” 
and it ought to be a comfort to a 
lot of people. I have no idea how 
many individuals past 40 are in 
need of careers, but my own mail 
makes me suspect that there are 
a good many, and I should think 
every one of them would find help 
in this volume. 


In the first place, Pitkin backs 
up all his claims by dozens of actual 
cases, out of the hundreds he has 
investigated, who have started out 
on some new line and made it pay 
at an age when they once would 
have been thought old enough to 
be put away in mothballs. (One 
of Pitkin’s examples began a new 
career at 82). Among the women, 
he cites a policewoman, a head of 
a school of beauty culture, a manu 
facturer, an actress, a city hostess, 
a model for stylish stouts and a 
banker—which ought to give you 
an idea of the variety of careers 
from which you can choose even 
if you start out in search of a job 
after you reach the age of discre- 
tion. 

He also tells you in what types 
of jobs you can hope to do well, 
with experience or without it, and 
how to go about getting them.

Among those suited to older women 
with no experience behind them 
lists chaperons, house-mothers, 
supervisors in institu- 
tions and professional shoppers. 
And with a little training or talent, 


he says you might run a day nur- 
sery, make candy, manage a high- 
way stand, keep a small inn, do 
quality canning or take up country 
house demonstration. 


Pitkin points out that most of the 
women who make the greatest suc- 
cesses in middle-aged careers think 
up their own jobs; They don’t look 
for them in the help wanted col- 
umns; they think out what they 
can do best and how it can be ap- 
plied profitably to their own local- 
ity. Women with this much in- 
genuity have created dozens of 
brand-new jobs that other women 
have profited by and will create 
dozens more. 

There are, of course, handicaps 
after 40, as the author admits, but 
they can seem incidental compared 
to the opportunities. And Pitkin 
says not to be reticent about your 
age, but to talk about the advan- 
tages it gives you in wisdom and 
judgment and_ experience. (Go 
right ahead, Mr. Pitkin, but forgive 
me if I don’t follow you in this 
one point). 

[ almost pitied the young when 
I finished this optimistic little opus. 
How can the poor things hope to 


get on with so much experienced 
competition let loose in the world? 


THERE HAVE BEEN moments, 
during the past months, when I’ve 
almost wondered whether I wasn’t 
going to be a little’ lonely, 
here in America, during the 
first part of May. So many 
people I’ve met seem to _. be 
playing with the idea of going 
to the coronation. (I’ve since no- 
ticed that nine-tenths of them 
weren't playing very hard). But 
lately, in counting my blessings, 
the fact that I was staying home 
from this spectacular event has 
loomed pretty large at the head 
of the list. 

In the first place, I wouldn’t see 
the coronation if I went. West- 
minster Abbey will be jammed to 
the roof with royalty and nobility 
and official envoys, and an unim- 
portant commoner like me would 
be just one more in the crowd out- 
side.

I don’t mean 
to belittle all the pomp and fan- 
fare, which will probably outdo any- 
thing that you or I shall ever see— 
but we do have some pretty good 
photographers and descriptive writ- 
ers on our American newspapers, 
and I can’t seem to get all worked 
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up over the fact that I’m going to 
see al] the splendor secondhand. 

The truth is, I’m afraid, that I’m 
a comfort-loving creature and Lon- 
don is going to be a pretty uncom- 
fortable place next month, ifit isn’t 
already. All of the good beds were 
engaged long ago, at a price far 
beyond my income. All of the res- 
taurants will be so crowded that 
you'll have to wait and wait in line 
before you eat. All of the taxis 
will be taken when you want one. 
And you'll spend so much time 
standing, if you want to see half 
the things you came to see, that 
you will probably end up with a 
backache and a pair of ugly but 
sensible shoes. 

On top of this, you'll pay and 
pay for all of the discomfort. Any- 
body not a millionaire who has 
gone from here to see the corona- 
tion has probably mortgaged the

HE most surprising thing about 
7 a trailer kitchen is it@size. It 

is a dollhouse kitchen, really, 
and it is a great surprise when it 
works. Somehow or other, one does 
not expect the cupboards to actually 
open, the kettle to boil, or the fau- 
cet to run. But it is no playhouse, 
and it can be made to be the most 
efficient, labor-saving Mttle kitchen 
you were ever in. 
Lift your arm, and your hand 
touches the ceiling. Stand at the 
stove, and you can reach, without 


moving, every utensil and every 
cupboard on the stove unit. Turn 
about face, and there is the sink 
unit, with dishes, canned goods, 
running water and the garbage bag 
within arm’s reach. Home was 
never like this! 

Because the kitchen is so little, it 
is exceptionally easy to be neat and 
orderly. It’s an odd rule, but to be 
disorderly you have to have room. 
And here there is not one speck of 
excess space! You cannot save that 
dear little spider even if the han- 
dle has broken off. Out it goes. 
And out goes the good-looking pot 
holder, with the burnt corner. The 
kitchen holds just enough space to 
take care of today and tomorrow. 
Yesterday—and two years from now 
—have no place. Leave the great 
square kitchen at home, and roll 
along as comfortably as can be in 
a two-by-four. 

Of course, the stove is most im- 
portant. In a trailer, the kerosene 
stove has been found to be very 
practical. In our own case, we have 
found it easy to cook with kerosene. 
The chimneys on this particular 
stove are held in place, while the 
car is in motion, with a clamp 
which can be swung free when the 
stove is being used. We purchased 
a safety can of kerosene, filled up 
the tanks, loosened the clamp, and 
went to work. The chimneys tipped 
straight back, easily enough, expos- 
ing the flame spreader. This per- 
forated piece of metal rests on the 
wick, and it must rest evenly or 
the flame is uneven and smoky. 
Turn up the wick until the edge 
just begins to show above the col- 
lar. Light it in two or three places, 
place the chimney firmly in posi- 
tion and wait until the light has 
spread around the wick before 
turning the flame up. The flame

and can be regulated almost as 
easily as gas. Anything that can 
be prepared on top stove heat can 
be prepared here. 

After each cooking period, we al- 
lowed the stove to cool, then tipped 
the chimney back, removed _ the 
flame spreader and wiped it free 
of any carbon with a piece of paper 
toweling. The wick can be cleaned 
the same way, and any ravelings 
cut off. A wick cleaner may be 
used, but a piece of paper does very 
well. This cleaning takes just a 
minute if done every day, and the 
stove will repay you by always be- 
ing in good working order. It is 
not really messy to cook with kero- 
sene, but it might get messy if you 
let the accumulation of carbon grow 
out of control. 

The next important consideration 
is water supply. Most commercial 
trailers are equipped with a water 
tank, either beneath or behind the 
car. The faucet on the sink is real- 
ly a suction pump, and so water is 
usually obtainable in sufficient 
quantities for cooking and cleaning. 
(The tanks vary in capacity from 
20 to 50 gallons). The water in the 
tank should be used mainly as an 
emergency supply. If you are 
forced to park where the quality of 
the water is doubtful, save the wa- 
ter in the tank for drinking pur- 
poses and use the water taken from 
the brooks or wells for cooking 
purposes only, and be sure not to 
use a drop for any purpose until 
it has been boiled. 

If you park where the water sup- 
ply is good, drain And refill the 
tank, flushing it well if you have 
the time. It should be rinsed well 
anyway, at least twice a week. The 
purest water contains materials 
which settle out on standing, and 
the bottom of the tanks is apt to 
become slimy unless rinsed fre- 
quently. 

With reasonable caution, none of 
the meals planned for our trailer 
kitchen should require more than 
three to four gallons of water. This 
includes vegetable preparation, 
cooking and dishwashing. We did

We made the applesauce first so 
it could cool and develop flavor, 
and after we had washed the ap- 
ples, we washed the potatoes in 
the same water...

lon in washing and cooking these 
two foods. . 

It is a saving in both time and 
energy if you can arrange to carry 
in your kitchen cupboards the 
canned goods, the seasonings, the 
staple vegetables (onions, potatoes, 
carrots), coffee, tea, etc., to supply 
your family for two weeks. With a 
good stock to back you, it_is a sim- 
ple thing to pick up eggs, milk, 
cream, butter, fresh green vege- 
tables and baked goods, when you 


want them. 
T cor worry. Many canned prod- 
ucts were baked before canning, 
and retain the baked flavor even 
when reheated on top of the stove. 
As for cakes and hot biscuits—well 
-~you are on a vacation! Use the 
bakeries. Maybe now and then a 
farmer’s wife will sell a pie or a 
cake. 

Before settling down to prepare 
any meal, fill up the 7-quart ket- 
tle with water and set it on the 
stove to heat. When it boils set the 
pot aside, covered, where you can 
Keep an eye on it.

It seems that under natural con- 
ditions cuttings make their own 
hormones at the base of the cutting 
or on the stem, as in the case of 
the pussy willow, and where these 
accumulate roots are induced to 
form.

With this new plant growth-stimu- 
lant, hormones develop rapidly and 
100 per cent of the cuttings live 
now where before only one-half or 
one-third of that percentage grew.

THERE ARE already about 50 
new chemical compounds’ which 
stimulate root growth, most of 
which have unpronouncable names. 
The few with proprietary trade 
names, short enough to cling to 
the customer’s memory, bid fare 
to become popular as the garden 
public learns td use them. Unfor- 
tunately there is a headache for 
the amateur even in this promis- 
ing advance, for there is no gen- 
eral rule for the use of these chem- 
icals, and different plants require 
different treatment. 

Rose cuttings are sensitive to 
any of these compounds and re- 
spond readily to a mild solution, 
while most evergreens require a 
much stronger solution to promote 
the same amount of root growth. 
However, it has been found that 
in the majority of cases where cut- 
tings were soaked for 24 hours in

A recommended rooting soil is 
one-half peat moss and one-half 
moderately coarse sand, but any 


aeration to keep 
good condition, will do. Plant deep 
enough that one-half to three-quar- 
ters of the stem is buried. If there 
are leaves on the slip, bury to the 
first leaf. Press the soil fairly tight 
around the cutting and water thor- 
oughly so the sand will come in 
close contact with the stem. Keep 
shaded as with all cuttings, and in 
an amazingly short time the little 
rooted plants will be ready for pot- 
ting. Geraniums and heliotropes 
will have good roots in two weeks, 
when without the treatment they 
gave poorer roots after twice the 
time.

‘$6 OU don’t mean to tell me 
y that you have another note 
from the teacher? Poor in 
reading; weak in arithmetic. Well, 
you'll just have to stay in and 
study. That’s all. Change your 
clothes and sit right down at that 
table and learn your lessons.” 

“I’m tired of lessons. Teacher 
kept me in all recess time. She 
made me write all my tables five 
times over. My head aches. I want 
to go out.” 

“If you want any playtime you'll 
have to learn your lessons. The 
teacher can give you extra work and 
you can do it Saturday, too. If you 
don’t work you'll be left back.’ You 
have to study. I mean it.” 

It is bad enough for a child to fail 
in school. He wishes he could suc- 
ceed and do as well and better than 
the others, but try as he will, he 
cannot come up to the standard. 
He feels bad about that. The other 
children will smile at him and call 
him Dummie and the like behind his 
back. They pass the word along 
from home to home until the whole 
community knows that Tommy Ark- 
ley doesn’t know anything. Teacher 
said so.

ADDING TO HIS humiliation the 
punishment of more work which he 
cannot do, depriving him of fresh 
air and exercise which might make 
him more fit, sends him deeper into 
the Slough of Despond.

The first thing to do in helping 
a failing child is to build up his 
physical and mental health. Feed 
the failing child. Give him plenty 
of happy play with cheerful com- 
panions. See that he gets enough 
rest. Look him over every six 
months or oftener, and correct 
any defects that show. Poor vi- 
sion, slight deafness, obstructed 
breathing passages, malnutrition, 
bad teeth, are all contributing 
causes to backwardness,

These were years of struggle, 
doubt and debate.

Comedy is intangible. One person 
laughs at a joke and another one 
won't. Even today, I can’t tell 
whether or not a gag will go over, 
no matter how funny it may seem 
to me. For a picture like “A Day 
at the Races” or “A Night at the 
Opera,” it takes a year to develop 
a script, including the time we 
spend previewing it before a visual 
audience on the road. Because 
timing is the essence of comedy we 
take from four to five months to 
film a picture after all the prep- 
aratory work is done. 


After the flop of 
Reception” we went to war.

‘Romeo and Juliet’ Settles 
Down to Place in History 


By Colvin McPherson 


F SHAKESPEARE is loved best 
| by those who know him best, then 

there is every reason for those 
who saw “Romeo and Juliet” on 
the screen last fall at the American 
Theater—and paid good money for 
it—to go back for the second or 
third view at pepular prices, which 
is the arrangement Loew’s has 
made for this instance. Here is a 
work whose fullness increases with 
each visit. 

Having seen “Romeo and Juliet” 
at preview, at the American and 
again at Loew’s, I confess I got 
more out of it the third time 
than the (first, I found almost 
nothing irritating oor § tiresome 
through repetition and 1 am even 
ready to accept Leslie Howard as 
a pretty good Romeo after all, in 
his way. 

Ags the years go by and the late 
Irving Thalberg’s name is brought 
up again and again in connection 
with “Romeo and Juliet,” it will be 
seen what essential refinement he, 
as producer, with George Cukor as 
director, and the scores of others 
who may legitimately take credit 
for the production, have given to it. 
The authenticity of setting, the 
richness of costume, the responsive- 
ness of acting, the masterly stag- 
ing, the skiliful editing, the thrill- 
ing musical score may serve as 
standards. 

The casting presents a case of 
star and leading man, rather than 
co-stars, Juliets always have been 
praised for their artfulness in look- 
ing young but Norma Shearer 
shows perfect schooling in the little 
tricks of shyness, innocence and 
recklessness that make Juliet a 
warm-blooded youngster. With the 
balcony scene there is a change of 
pace and Miss Shearer looks and 
acts decidedly ungirlish. But that 
may be Shakespeare's fault as 
much as hers. 

The Bard, who was rather young 
when he wrote the scene, let him- 
self go as he would not have later 
in life, and he might conceivably 
blush if he saw the scene performed 
by even the best actresses, includ- 
ing Miss Shearer. The soliloquy on 
the “shrieking mandrakes,” as Ju- 
liet is about to take the sleeping po- 
tion, seems a little daft, too, but 
Miss Shearer’s fears for Juliet make 
the lady quite pitiable and worthy 
of our sympathies. 

If some persons are going to de- 
velop a strong attachment for this 
particular film—and I here submit 
my own testimonials-—it will be be- 
cause they delight not only in the 
loveliness of the romance and trag- 
edy, in Juliet wide-eyed as she 
wanders away from her place in 
the dance, in the “Cukor qualities” 
that make for sentiment and ten- 
der feelings, but also in the many 
fine players--Leslie Howard, John 
Barrymore, Edna May Oliver, C. 
Aubrey Smith, Basil Rathbone, Vio- 
let Kemble Cooper and the others, 
because the Tschaikowsky music i8 
an intensifying accompaniment and 
because there is some new wonder 
to be noted each time. 

Even if “Romeo and Juliet” has 
had a previous engagement in the 
city and has been talked pretty 
thoroughly by all who discuss the 
current theater, it is only fair here 
to call attention to its excellence 
and to point to its place on the top 
pinnacle among cinema exhibits of 
the week. 

To give its patrons short subject 
diversion, Loew's is showing Robert 


Benchley’s “Romance of Digestion.” 
With his matchless drollery, the hu- 
morist describes the trip the food 
takes from the teeth on, wanders 
into guidebook chatter: a discussion 
of plant management and fairy 
tales for the children.

The songs in “Waikiki Wedding” 
are easy to listen to, but it’s diffi- 
cult to recall the names of particu- 
lar ones, since they are all done 
with the wailing of guitars and 
epnashing of teeth, maybe, by cit- 
izens who can stand just so much 
of the stuff. The Hawaiian dances, 
staged in Hollywood style, give the 
right effect. One, a fast duet num- 
ber done on top of several huge 
drums, is exciting and rhythmically 
worthy of Fred Astaire and Jessie 
Matthews. 

Bob Burns and. Martha Raye run 
out of things to do. Burns has a 
pig that is good for one hearty 
laugh. Miss Raye’s one good scene 
takes place when she tries to get 
herself in the right mood to listen 
to serenading intended for Miss 
Ross. A trained chimpanzee is used 
to put some chuckles in another 
sequence. 

“The Man Who Found Himself,” 
down-under at the Fox, is notable 
only in that it introduces a new 
actress, Joan Fontaine, who is the 
sister of that fine young leading 
lady, Olivia de Havilland. Miss 
Fontaine, classified as a_ blonde, 
bears little resemblance to the other 
actress in the family. She needs a 
clearer diction, and more experi- 
ence, of course, but in her vivacity 
and sincerity, shows her individual 
promise.

Broadcasting 
Of Coronation 
To Set Record 


Eight to Ten Hours of It on 
Networks—BBC Lays 472 
Miles of Pick-up Wires. 


OST extensive and comprehen- 
M :ive of all broadcasts will be 

the covering of the coronation 
on Wednesday of next week. List- 
eners in this country can hear 
seven ‘hours of it continuously, 
with an hour or two in addition, 
Listeners all over the world will be 
able to do the same. 

KSD will cancel all other pro- 
grams so that it may carry every- 
thing about the coronation put on 
the air from Great Britain. 


According to plans as formed thus 
far, the Associated Press reports, 
the United States and Canada will 
be able to listen to everything that 
is carried by the British Broadcast 
Co. The schedule calls for a start 
at 3 a. m. St. Louis time, to con- 
tinue until about 10 o’clock. There- 
after other features, such as the 
King’s address, will be put on as 
they take place. 

Origination of the transmission 
will be entirely through the BBC 
facilities in London. The American 
network, NBC, CBS and MBS, will 
depend on short waves to bring 
the signals over here. The experts’ 
forecast for the day is: “Good trans- 
Atlantic reception.” 

To make every possible detail 
available, BBC is installing 472 miles 
of wire for pickup purposes, 58 mi- 
crophone positions and five special 
control rooms in Westminster Ab- 
bey, scene of the ceremonies, and 
along the London streets over 
which the coronation procession is 
to proceed. 

Of the microphones, 32 will be 
for the ceremonies in the Abbey, 11 
for crowd effects and 15 for En- 
glish and foreign language observ- 
ers. For the parade, the micro- 
phones will be stationed approxi- 
mately 800 yards apart. 

The radio equipment required 
makes a pile weighing 12 tons, of 
which seven tons are batteries. The 
staff on the job will comprise 60 
engineers, seven English commen- 
tators and 10 foreign language 
speakers, 


All of the 23 directional trans-

The show traces the development 
of flower painting through the past 
three centuries. All but one paint- 
ing, owned by the Museum, were 
lent by 22 dealers and private col- 
lectors. In addition to strictly 
floral subjects, a few garden pic- 
tures have been introduced for va- 
riety and to show the connecfion 
with the parallel development of 
landscape. 

Pointing out that collections of 
fine flower paintings, even in pub- 
lic museums, are comparatively 
rare, the museum management ex- 


terized most of the work of the 
previous century to lighter and 
more atmospheric settings and a 
raising and softening of the color 
is illustrated in two “Vase of 
Flowers” by Jan Van Huysum 
(1682-1749). His influence lasted 
well into the nineteenth century in 
the northern countries and affected 
the followers of Jean Baptiste Mon- 
noyer, leader of the French school, 
who died in 1699. 

Two still life paintings by Mon- 
noyer in the exhibit show the ele- 
gance and uniformity used by him 
and his pupils, who were extensive- 
ly employed in the decoration of 
the royal palaces of Louis XIV.

The Peasant’s Contract. 

The tenant found himself at

. and the corn -..ust be paid 
every year, and must be of good 
quality, clean, well dried, and 
measured by the person  ap- 
pointed by the lardlord. 

2. In case the rent falls in- 
to arrears... the landlord has 
the right to seize and dispose 
of the corn tc repay .he amount 
owing. 

3. ... the landlord may can- 
cel the ccntract if it suits him, 
and all improvements and work 
done by the tenant remain to 
pay the arrears, and the ten- 
ant has no right to claim any 
reduction for them. 

4. The tenant cannot for any 
reason ask for a reduction in 
rent. 

6. The said lands must be 
sown with corn during the first 
year, but subsequent years one- 
third of the land may be sown 
with other crops. 

8. All the property, present 
and future, of the tenant is to 
be regardei as security for the 
rent, 

9. Non-fulfilment of any of 
‘the stipulated conditions gives 
the landlord the right to can- 
cel the contract, eject the ten- 
ant, or hand him over to the 
district court of Carmona for 
legal proceed‘ngs to enforce the 
observance of the contract, and 
he will then be deprived of his 
privileges and obliged to pay 
the legal expenses.

production where they are lackw 
ing and to support the agricul- 
tural workers and their famiileg 
until the new enterprises show 
a profit. Administration councils 
conduct the afairs of these co-~ 
operative estates, the workers be+ 
ing elected on democratic lines 
As a general rule the following 
principle has been applied: “To 
collective exploitation of the land 
should be encouraged but never 
enforced,” but where individual 
cultivation has been preferred 
plots of land have been given to 
families for a liimted length of 
time, with the stipulation that 
those things which are more suit- 
able for exploitation on a large 
scale, such as cattle raising and 
rural industries, must be worked 
in common. 


Aid for Farmers. 


The Institute of Agrarian Req 
form is undertaking all kinds of 
work to assist the collective 
farmers and cthers. With the ins 
tention of creating stations of 
agricultural machinery for théir 
needs, all available machinery is 
being collected, classified, and re- 
paired, and dreams of workers are 
being trained to operate it, The 
institute also undertakes the dee 
velopment of irrigation systems, 
the clearing and preservation of 
fertile lands, and the construction 
of houses, stables, barns, and vil- 
lages where the former owners 
have left the rural population liv- 
ing under subnormal conditions, 
In addition, the institute is studys 
ing a land code in which the 
rights and obligations of men on 
the land are defined so as to pro- 
tect what they have gained.

Mississippi County’s State of Suspense. 
“To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Y county is strictly agricultural. We 

have been far removed from the path 
of beneficent (or predatory) industrial- 
ism. We are amazingly ignorant of in- 
dustrial practices and trends. But we are 
feeling our oats. Not even the flood 
could dampen our spirits. We are rich 
just now because our soils are productive, 
labor has been cheap and farm prices for 
some years past have been greater than 
‘production costs. We are wonderful 
spenders and offer at this time the rosiest 
market for the manifold products of mod- 
ern industry. We are singularly untrou- 
bled. 

We know very little about modern in- 
dustry, but every once in a while we get 
to wanting some of it very badly. At the 
moment, we are wanting a shoe factory. 
“We are just now in the exciting process 
of getting (or not getting) a shoe factory 
which is to make over our county seat 
into the kind of town that it really 
ought to be. Heretofore, retail buying 
has somewhat abated between crop sell- 
ing periods. The steady flow of wage 
payments to the 400 shoe workers is to 
fill in all the dips in retail sales and make 
the town a complete answer to a mer- 
chant’s most florid dream. 

The $60,000 honorarium which the shoe 
manufacturers require in order to feel 
themselves perfectly welcome in our 
midst, is no obstacle at all. We have 
money to burn and the $60,000 is to be paid 
back anyway, out of a 10 per cent deduc- 
tion from payrolls. It is not expected 
that the factory workers will kick about 
the 10 per cent deduction, because they 
will be properly grateful for their jobs, 
and the wage scale is to be at a con- 
servative level so that the 10 per cent of 
the individual worker’s weekly payment 
will amount to very little, actually. 

Negotiations with the shoe magnates 
are not going altogether smoothly. Our 
people have perhaps erred in asking for 
certain assurances in writing. The shoe 
captains have countered with requests for 
exemption from taxation and guarantees 
against future demands for wage in- 
creases and against union activities of 
any kind among the workers. 

Our state of mind is such that we will 
‘agree to almost anything to get a factory. 
“We would gladly promise to run John L. 
Lewis out of town in the event he came 
personally, but how can we undertake to 
‘prevent him writing letters to our future 

shoe workers which might turn their 
minds toward unionism. 

Our progressive spirit, however, does 
not lead us into grabbing at just any- 
thing. A new enterprise involving the 
expenditure of a million or so has crept 
upon us almost unawares and is to be 
ours without bonus or bond—a project 
of the Resettlement Administration. 
Down in New Madrid County a colony 
for the “whites” was started a year ago. 
But ours is to be a colony for the 
“blacks.” And we will have none of it. 
We are aroused against this colony 
‘project as hotly as we are aroused for 
the shoe factory. This shows that we are 
not just “fur” things indiscriminately. 

There are, of course, deep-lying reasons 
why we are against the proposed Negro 
colony. We are a cotton country and 
Negroes do our work. They do it cheaply, 

unless they catch us in a pinch at, cotton- 

picking time. They know their place and 
keep to it pretty well in the daytime.

SHALL WE STANDARDIZE EDUCATION? 


Senators Harrison of Mississippi and Black of 
Alabama are sponsoring a bill to appropriate $100,- 
000,000 in Federal funds toward the support of edu- 
cation in the states during the next fiscal year. The 
plan is to increase the appropriation $50,000,000 each 
year for five years, over which period the total 
would run to $1,000,000,000. 

Various educational organizations are on record in 
favor of the measure, including the National Educa- 
tion Association, the National Association of State 
Superintendents and Commissioners of Education and 
a large number of state organizations of teachers 
and parents. The American Federation of Labor, 
the American Legion and the American Farm Bureau 
Federation have also entered formal approval. 

With all due respect to the good intentions of the 
individuals and organizations who have indorsed the 
bill, we have no hesitation in saying that what the 
measure proposes is bad in principle and would be 
bad in practice. It is clear that much of the think- 
ing about the bill has not gone beyond the immediate 
prospect of getting funds for schools which are in 
financial need. 

Assume that the goal of the bill would be realized 
—that educational opportunities would be equalized, 
so to speak, over the union by taking Federal revenue 
from the wealthier states, such as New York, for 
the support of schools in states with less income. 
What effect would this have on the American system 
of government and on American life? | 
It would mean, first, further abdication of their 
duties by the states and more leaning on the Fed- 
eral Government—less wiHingness to foot local bills 
locally and more reaching into the Federal treasury— 
all in the mistaken notion that Federal funds can 
be had without cost to anyone. 

It would mean not only a long step toward a com- 
pletely centralized government, but that long step 
would be taken in a field which has always been 
under local regulation. The Constitution gives Con- 
gress no power to regulate or control education in 
the states. Congress has in certain specialized fields, 
such as agricultural training, extended grants-in-aid 
to the states, but these are the exceptions that prove 
the rule of local support and control. As a matter 
of fact, the regulation of educational policies has been 
guarded so jealously by individual communities that 
it has been difficult to overcome the opposition to 
merging local school districts in the interests of 
economy and efficiency. 

Let Congress begin to appropriate great sums of 
money for the upkeep of the schools and the way 
will be open for the federalization of education. Fed- 
eralization would inevitably mean standardization, 
and that would not only strike at the very healthy 
experimentation which characterizes the public school 
system, but would have a crippling effect upon pri- 
vate and denominational schools. It is said that such 
a subsidy can be kept under control, that it could be 
checked so as to prevent a fundamental change in 
the basis of education. Experience sets up a warn- 
ing. The camel asked only to warm the tip of his 
nose, and before the Arab knew it the beast’s whole 
body was in the tent. 

So it would be with education. The states would 
begin by accepting relatively moderate grants to en- 
able them to raise the salaries of teachers and im- 
prove facilities. Inevitably there would be certain 
regulations. These regulations would just as in- 
evitably mean greater conformity; to obtain more and 
more funds the states would agree increasingly to 
adhere to Federal rules, just as they now are bring- 
ing their social security statutes into line with the 
Federal requirements. 

There is no denying that there are thousands of 
school districts which cannot support adequate edu- 
cational facilities. That, however, is a problem for 
the states. Let the states overhaul their outmoded, 
costly, wasteful small district systems and apply 
sound business methods over areas -that correspond 
with modern transportation methods. Let them not 
run, tin cup in hand, to Washington for the upkeep 
of their schools. .

Even in these days of astronomical government ex- 
penditures, a billion dollars is a staggering sum. It 
is still a staggering sum when spread over five years. 
In the fifth year of the bill’s operation, the outlay 
would be $300,000,000, or practically half as much as 
it cost to run the entire Federal establishment a 
generation ago? 

But even if no reason existed for holding down 
current expenses, the Harrison-Black bill should be 
beaten. It seems incredible that it should have ad- 
vanced to the stage of a favorable committee report 
in the Senate. Fundamentally bad in itself, it would

THE PENDERGAST BILL. 

The Pendergast permanent registration bill—hur- 
riedly drafted by St. Louis members of the House 
after the boss gave the signal—is not acceptable to 
John B. Edwards, vice-chairman of Mayor Dick- 
mann’s committee, which drafted the original bill. 
It is not acceptable to City Budget Director Arthur 
C. Meyers, a member of the same committee. It is 
not acceptable to the League of Women Voters, which 
has campaigned for years for a good permanent regis- 
tration law. It is not acceptable to the public. 

Boss Pendergast and his legislative flunkies at 
Jefferson City, feeling that the public demand for 
this obvious reform could no longer be ignored, have 
decided to pay off—but in counterfeit money. Their 
bill is a fraud and a sham. It would give us a system 
of permanent registration worse even than the system 
we have now. Under it, St. Louis would be jumping 
from the frying pan into the fire. The ballot box 
stuffers, the ghost voters and all the rest of the 
scurvy crew who have been stealing elections in St. 
Louis could continue to do so under the Pendergast 
bill. : 

The heart of any decent permanent registration 
bill is the requirement that voters sign their names 
at the polls, in order that their signatures may be 
compared with those on the registration cards. No 
such requirement is in the Pendergast bill. 

It is an essential feature of permanent registration 
that a biennial census be taken of all citizens over 
19 years, to purge the rolls of all who do not belong 
there. No such provision is made in the Pendergast 
bill. 

One of the greatest powers of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, according to Mr. Edwards—and 
he should know, for he was chairman of the board 
from 1921 to 1925—is the authority to appoint pre- 
cinct judges and clerks employed or engaged in 
business in the ward, instead of being required to 
confine these appointments to residents. This is of 
tremendous importance in downtown wards of float- 
ing population, because it makes it possible to man 
the polls with employes of banks and business houses. 
The Pendergast bill has deprived the board of this 
authority. 

But it is hardly necessary to go on. The Pendergast 
bill is so defective and so dangerous that the most 
ardent advocates of permanent registration are now 
advocating its defeat. They have worked for years 
for a reform which would prevent fraud, minister to 
the convenience of voters and save huge sums in 
election expenses—but they would rather have no 
permanent registration at all than the thing cooked 
up over night by the political tricksters of the Legis- 
lature. 

How much longer is Missouri going to take it on 
the chin? How much longer are the people of this 
State to permit their wishes to be flouted and their 
aspirations contemptuously denied by the machine 
politicians?

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MORAL VICTORY FOR THE NORRIS PLAN. 

Although the Wisconsin House of Representatives 
has rejected a resolution to amend the State Con- 
stitution so as to establish a one-chamber legislative 
body, the vote was in effect a moral victory for the 
Norris plan. The division was 46 against to 38 for, 
and this means that with a change of only five votes 
In Nebraska the 
old two-chamber Legislature rejected the proposal 
repeatedly; it was only when Senator Norris took the 
issue to the people by means of the initiative and 
referendum that it was adopted. 

Missourians should keep their eyes on the experi- 
ment in Nebraska. Something must be done about 
the sorry pass of State Government in Missouri, and 
when the time comes to do it familiarity with Ne- 
braska’s experience in its first term may prove 
helpful in making a decision.

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A SORRY DECISION. 

A new and startling standard for parenthood has 
been set up by New Jersey’s highest court in deny- 
ing to Mrs. Mabel Eaton the custody of her two chil- 
dren. Mrs Eaton is not ‘a proper person to be en- 
trusted with her children’s upbringing” because, it 
is alleged, she is a Communist and an atheist. Ac- 
cording to her attorney, no proof of atheism was 
shown, and Mrs. Eaton is, in reality, “deeply re- 
ligious.” Mrs. Eaton herself denied she was either a 
Communist or an atheist; nevertheless, the children 
go to her divorced husband. 

Now, the courts usually lean backward in awarding 
the children of divorced parents to their mothers, and 
it is only on the strongest showing of immorality or 
shiftlessness that this is not done. We know of no 
previous case where it has been seriously argued that 
the political views of a parent are a proof of unfit- 
ness, and for a court actually to entertain such an 
argument is a shocking commentary on justice. 

If Communistic views are held to corrupt a child’s 
mind, the state must then logically, in cases where 
both parents hold such views, invade those house- 
holds and take away the children. And if one court 
holds that Communistic views are a bar to proper 
parenthood, what is to prevent another from holding 
the same to be true of Socialism, or to heed the plea 
of a Democratic father that because his divorced wife 
is a Republican, she is not “a proper person.”

American Business: New Model 


Widespread acceptance of unionization is an indication of new temper now prevailing 
among business men, writer says; unruly element has discredited competent firms, 
but at last is realizing need of applying laws of economic justice and fair dealing; 
recognition of relation between mass production and buying power is welcomed.

LOSSOMING this spring, the harbinger 
B- definitely hopeful economic develop- 

ments, is the new attitude of our lead- 
ing business men. Even before the last elec- 
tion, it was here and there to be found in 
bud by poking under the frost and snow of 
the winter of their discontent, but, when, 
early in March, Myron C. Taylor of United 
States Steel reversed the ironbound policy 
of that industry by recognizing unions, fix- 
ing a 40-hour week and setting a $5-a-day 
minimum for even common labor, the bud 
really opened, and the new temper of Amer- 
ican business genuinely arrived. 

Business men are group-minded and have 
always followed the lead of Steel. Taylor’s 
action was instantly and accurately hailed 
as the burgeoning forth of decisive, perma- 
nent change, not merely as the sour, grudg- 
ing, belated “conceding of Roosevelt’s elec- 
tion,” which a few cynics maintained. 

It is a fact and not a hope that Amer- 
ican business leaders are sufficiently re- 
educated in fundamental economics to admit 
the need of broad new policies. The long 
period of debate, bitterness and strife is al- 
most over, as far as basic principles are 
concerned. It will henceforth be unfashion- 
able in business to take the truculent at- 
titude toward labor, government and the 
new standards of business economics. The 
new temper of business is a reality and 
needs only intelligent application to lay the 
foundation of a new period of American eco- 
nomic welfare, 

* s « 


Business in general has awakened to reali- 
zation that one of the main reasons for the 
1929 crash was a lack of demand for the 
type of goods, at the price, that it was 
making in such quantity. That demand, it 
now knows, will not rise until greater pur- 
chasing power enables it to do so. 

It does not really degrade American busi- 
ness to say that never before has it had a 
quite effective enough birching and that 
therefore it grew up to a spoiled adolescence. 
The Sherman anti-trust law proved abor- 
tive, and Teddy Roosevelt's birching was 
not severe, despite his shouts about the Big 
Stick. America, on the whole, has always 
been surprisingly humble before business, 
even while business was making serious eco- 
nomic mistakes. 

The youth of American business has been 
stormy and willful, The antics of many of 
the country’s economic and financial notables 
for the past century certainly make embar- 
rassing reading for any responsible person 
who would like to defend them.

The new temper.in business starts with 
certain definite acknowledgments: 

First, it recognizes that, under modern 
closely interrelated economics in this huge, 
unified country, a greater measure of initia- 
tive, control and regulation by the Govern- 
ment is inevitable and advisable, not only 
to make democracy work better but also 
from a broad business point of view. Busi- 
ness itself benefits from these regulations 
and controls; indeed, it needs them badly. 

Second, it recognizes (as England did 20 
years ago) that unionization and collective 
bargaining, as means of clarifying the voice 
of labor and making its leadership responsi- 
ble, are constructive steps forward, greatly 
reducing industrial waste and strife. Labor 
must no longer be bought as a commodity. 

Third, it recognizes that business econom- 
ics itself is now better understood in re- 
gard to the relation between mass produc- 
tion and mass purchasing power. More 
money in more purses, more time to use 
and enjoy goods, lower prices and lower dis- 
tribution costs are seen to be not only good 
but imperative for sound prosperity. The 
skim-the-cream era is gone. 

Fourth, it recognizes that special social 
steps are inevitable to aid the under-privi- 
leged, the unfortunate, the old, the ineffi- 
cient, the unemployed. Our business civiliza- 
tion must either employ them or give them 
some aid and security. 

Fifth, it recognizes the justice and need 
of greatly sharpened fiduciary responsibility, 
so that more conscientiousness in handling 
other people’s money may be developed; so 
that legalistic loopholes, loose corporation 
and stock techniques, security manipulations, 
nepotism, misleading statements, managerial 
monopoly, salary and bonus grabs and other 
questionable practices will be curbed—and 
really curbed. 

Sixth, it recognizes the Obligation to deal 
more frankly with the public and the Gov- 
ernment, with more truthful sales represen- 
tation; more informative labels; less bom- 
bastic, ambiguous claims; more careful ad- 
justment to consumer needs; manufacturing 
for genuine use and service rather than for 
tricky sales and price psychology. This again 
is a well-known, first-class‘ business prin- 
ciple.

TULSA, Ok., May 1.—To make 
sure the language of their dwindling 


race will not die, leaders of the 
Osages have made a permanent 
record of the lore of their tribe. 

John Joseph Matthews, author 
who lives among his tribesmen near 
Pawhuska, prepared the history and 
folk lore, which the most important 
members of the tribe read into a 
recording machine. Records are 
to be preserved by the American 
Indian Exposition here, Smithso- 
nian Institute and Yale University. 

Foremost of the band which came 
here from the reservation this week 
was Chief Fred Lookout, dignified, 
blanketed, two long rolls of black 
hair hanging down over his white 
man’s coat. 

“It is good,” he said 
pitched Osage monotone. 

“Long after I and my people have 
passed away men may say, ‘That is 
the voice of an Osage; that is the 
language of a great people who 
lived there before we came.’ 

“There are many roads for the 
people of the earth. There is the 
Osage road and the white man’s 
road. We try to follow our road 
but it is dim. We could follow the 
road of our fathers if many things 
did not pull at our shirts as we 
pass along.” 

Matthews, brown of skin, Oxford 
of manner, presented the Indians, 
old men in business suits, their 
hair braided, Indian women in 
bright flowered dresses, each with 
the blanket that knows no season. 

There was Fidelis Che-shewa-ke- 
pah, handsomest man of the tribe. 
He wore tiny gold earrings, around 
bis hips was a red blanket, about 
his neck an orange silk scarf. 

Truly Indian was Pasatopa, bead- 
ed and feathered, the oldest of all. 
Deaf and dumb, he conversed ani- 
matedly with his fellows in the 
graceful Indian sign language.

Seeks to Give Middle-Aged Persons 
Chance for Government

WASHINGTON, May 1.—At the

THE MIRACLE OF ENGLAND. By Andre 
Maurois. (Harper G Brothers, New 
York.) 


HE English scene still holds its 
T tascination for M. Maurois. His 

interest runs back to the days 
of the war, when, because of his 
understanding of the language, he 
became attached, as French liaison 
officer, to the British troops. Out 
of his war experiences came his 
two novels about thoroughly En- 
glish Col. Bramble. Since then he 
has written lives of Byron, Shelley, 
Disraeli and Dickens, and a volume 
on some of the later English poets 
and prophets. 

It has taken him six years to 
pen answers to the self-propounded 
questions: “Why did a small island 
which, after all, is very unimpor- 
tant, invent new institutions and a 
new form of freedom; and how is it 
that, since the Greeks, this has been 
the only new form of human s0- 
ciety?” Also, how is it “that the 
people who live on that small is- 
land have conquered one-fourth of 
this planet?”

The answer to the first question 
is found in the continuity and flex- 
ibility of English civilization. Prog- 
ress was by compromise and the de- 
liberate, disciplined system of trial 
and error. The slowly growing in- 
stitution lasts, the spurting one 
passes. “There has never been a 
real revolution in England.” 

Some of us would amend all this 
by saying that by somehow “mud- 
dling through” today’s English de- 
mocracy has been evolved rather 
than invented. It cannot, however, 
be denied that English statesmen, 
even the muddlers, always seem to 
be following freedom’s single star. 

Constant, tenacious experimenta- 
tion with the forms of even greater 
freedom have actually created a 
new society, imperfect, of course, 
but ever on the march and headed 
courageously for the distant and 
perhaps unattainable star. 

The second question the author 
answers by saying that because of 
England’s isolated, easily defended 
geographical position she has been 
able to concentrate so much of her 
resource upon her fleet and thus 
control the seas. She has been able 
to hold her conquests by her mod- 
eration toward conquered peoples.

T tineuisnea newspapers, the Bal- 

timore Sun, founded by Arunah 

Shepherdson Abell on May 17, 1837, 
and its offspring, the Evening Sun, 
whose first issue was published 
April 18, 1910. Its authors are mem- 
bers of the Sunpapers’ staff, all of 
them newspaper men of the first 
constellation. Mr. Johnson is an 
editorial writer for the Evening 
Sun, the author of several historical 
works and a frequent contributor 
to national magazines. Mr. Kent is 
vice-president of the A. S. Abell Co., 
which publishes the Sunpapers, and 
author of a syndicated column 
on national affairs. It may be news 
to some that Mr. Mencken has been 
on the staff of the Sunpapers since 
1906, retaining that connection 
through his tenure as co-editor of 
the Smart Set and editor of the 
American Mercury. He writes a 
weekly article for the Evening Sun 
and plays an important advisory 
role in the Sunpapers’ affairs. Ham- 
ilton Owens is the brilliant editor 
of the Evening Sun, and director of 
one of the gayest, sauciest and most 
trenchant of American 
pages, 

The reader who expects this vol- 
ume to reflect the vivid personali- 
ties of its authors will be disap- 
pointed. It is a painstaking and, 
in large part, pretty boring account 
of the Sunpapers’ long life—a hand- 
book, no less, with detail of circu- 
lation figures, advertising rates, 
business experiences, and numerous 
biographies of men associated with 
the papers during their long ca- 
reers, along with the more interest- 
ing record of the Sun’s great news- 
gathering exploits, its philosophy of 
public affairs and its tremendous 
contributions to the public service.

Not until Mr. Kent’s contribution 
begins does the book take on in- 
terest for the general reader. His 
account of the Sun’s fight for a 
clean judiciary in the 1880s and of 
its fierce struggle with the corrupt 
Maryland machine of the 1890s is 
engrossing. It is not a very promis- 
ing commentary on democracy that 
Missouri today is confronted with 
the same problems the Sun encoun- 
tered many years ago. Except for 
the story of Charles H. Grasty’s re- 
markable career as an editor, Mr. 
Mencken's contribution is chiefly 
for persons who happen to be 
interested in the intimate his- 
tory of the Sunpapers’ career. The 
concluding chapters, by Mr. Owens, 
concerning the later history of the 
Sunpapers, while following’ the 
chronicle form, give an insight into 
the workings of the modern Sunpa- 
pers that whets the appetite. 

Now that the laborious job has 
been done, can’t we have another 
volume on the Sunpapers’ magnifi- 
cent achievements and _ contribu- 
tions to pure journalism, with gen- 
erous quotations from their scintil- 
lating pages?

VER since Harry A. Franck 

made a bet with some of his 

friends that he could make a 
vagabond journey around the world 
without spending any money on the 
project, and not only won the bet 
but wrote a fascinating and widely 
read book about his experiences, he 
has been covering new lands for 
vicarious travelers. Although he no 
longer lives on the country, as he 
did in his early wandering days, his 
accounts, while perhaps a trifle less 
adventurous, are more interesting 
and comprehensive.

Sometimes he seems a bit unsym- 
pathetic with the peoples who are 
his hosts and too “American” in his 
attitude toward local customs, but 
one finds nothing of that in his 
Hawaiian travelogue. In fact, he 
seems more sympathetic with the 
Polynesian natives and the polyglot 
non-American settlers, than witb 
the inhabitants from the “main- 
land,” as our insular territorials 
refer to the rest of the United 
States. 

Franck moved from island to is- 
land, and on each island from shore 
to mountain top, from native shack 
to great plantation. He discusses 
labor, capital, politics, language, 
legend, gedlogy, crops, fauna and 
flora. He even gives elementary 
instructions in “pidgin,” a sort of 
inter-racial language widely used in 
the islands. 

. * ° 

Life in Hawaii Territory, Franck 
informs us, is delightful; but the 
islands are not a tropical paradise, 
he warns, for everyone is indus- 
trious, and indigent wanderers 
would find a poor welcome. Nor 
should one expect to see too many 
hula dancers or husky native swim- 
mers and fishermen. Of the 393,- 
277 inhabitants of the islands (1930 
census) only 21,594 are pure Ha- 
waiian, and 37,608 part Hawaiian, 
while the predominating Japanese 
number 149,886. Incidentally, two- 
thirds of the islands’ population are 
Asiatic in origin, by far the major- 
ity of whom are American citizens.

THE FRIENDLY TREE. By Cecil Day 
Lewis. (Harper G Bros., New York.) 


HE three “new” English poets 

whose appearance created a 

great stir a few years ago, and 
whose work might almost all have 
been written by the same man, are 
beginning now to show differences. 
W. H. Auden, with his latest volume 
of poems, “On This Island,” is 
unmistakably the poet of the group; 
Stephen Spender, with his “Forward 
from Liberalism,” seems temporarily 
at least to have become a political 
writer; and C. Day Lewis, in his 


“The Friendly Tree,” gives promise” 


of becoming one of the first-rank 
novelists of his generation. 

This, his first novel, tells the story 
of four characters:, of Anna and 
Steve, two perfectly natural and un- 
sophisticated young people, and of 
Richard and Evelyn, who are civil- 
ized almost to the point of deca- 
dence. Mr. Lewis describes the de- 
velopment of a “first love” between 
Steve and Anna, with the hesita- 
tions and joyousness that usually 
accompany it, and shadowed by the 
economic difficulties that surround 
them. In addition, he reveals the 
extremely subtle and complex inter- 
relationships that spring up between 
these two and their friends. These 
ties and jealousies are never al- 
lowed to reach the surface of con- 
sciousness, or at least formal state- 
ment, but are nevertheless strong 
conflicting forces that are only re- 
solved at the end, with a complete 
break between the two couples, and 
Steve’s and Anna’s marriage.

The session here was devoted to 
‘consideration of the controversial 
question of where to put this new 
location of U. S. Highway No. 40 
in the populous suburban district. 

Four principal routes under con- 
sideration were inspected by the 
commission and some of its execu- 
tives Friday. Yesterday morning a 
conference was held at Hotel Stat- 
ler by the commissioners—Chair- 
man George F. Olendorf of Spring- 
field, Robert -B. Brooks of St. Louis 
‘and H. G. Simpson of Charleston. 
The commission, having reached 
no conclusion yet, had no statement, 
except that it had been giving the 
problem careful study. 

Among the things it examined 
was a long aerial photograph of the 
terrain through Ladue, where the 
principal controversy has centered 
over two outstanding routes. It also 
received a petition signed by about 
100 mothers objecting to use of 
Clayton road for the superhighway, 
in behalf of their children. 

Routes inspected by the commis- 
sion were: 

Clayton road, from Warson 
road to Forest Park. 

Southern route through Ladue, 
swinging to a maximum of about 
3600 feet south of Clayton road, 
from Warson road to the vicinity 
of North and South road, thence 
using Clayton road to the park. 

Combination of Deer Creek and 
River des Peres valleys, cutting 
south of Manchester road, from 
Clayton and Warson roads to the 
express highway in the eastern 
part of the park. " 

Extension of Delmar boulevard 
to Lindbergh or farther west, 
with a cutoff to Clayton road at ee 
North and South road. Sees bene 

Many residents and property own- 

ers in southern Ladue have opposed 3 
a location in that section and fav- 
ored use of Clayton road direct. 
On the other hand, a group of Clay- 
ton road residents and property 
owners have objected to having the 
thoroughfare put there. It has 
been doubtful whether the Delmar 
route would be considered seriously 
by the commission because at Lind- 
bergh it would be two miles north 
of the existing superhighway loca- 
tion. 

Status of ‘the entire 36-mile new 
route for No. 40 is as follows, by 
sections, starting at the junction 
with U. .S. Highway No. 61 at 
Wentzville, St. Charles County: 

Wentzville to Missouri River at 
Weldon Springs—13.3 miles of 
two-lane concrete pavement laid, 
to be opened to traffic some time 
in June, when the State’s three- 
lane bridge over the Missouri is 
completed. 

River to. Bellefontaine, St. Louis 
County—6.5 miles of new three- 
and four-lane concrete pavement 
in use. 

Bellefontaine to Mason road— 
4.1 miles of new right-of-way laid 
out, with the intention of start- 
ing grading this year. 

Mason road to Lindbergh boule- 
vard—3.4 miles of grading under 
contract on a new right-of-way 
midway between Clayton and 
Conway roads, and work started 
on grade separations at Mason, 
Ballas and Spoede roads. 

Lindbergh to Forest Park, at 
Skinker boulevard — 5.5-mile 
stretch yet to be settled. 

Skinker to Kingshighway—1.8 
miles of five-lane express high- 
way in use, with night illumina- 
tion. 

Kingshighway to Vandeventer 
avenue—l1 mile of five-lane de- 
pressed express highway com- 
pleted, except for lights; to be 
opened when lights are ready. 
The State Highway Commission 
will receive bids May 15 for 43 
sodium vapor lamps of 1000 can- 
dlepower each, as designed by the 
city, with estimated cost of $17,- 
600. The city will install 21 ordi- 
nary electric lights standards, 
costing about $3000, at the vari- 
ous bridges crossing this stretch 
of the highway. 

Vandeventer to Chouteau ave- | 
nue viaduct—Work started on a 
viaduct about .2 of a mile long.

They have marveled at its warmth and 
composition, wondered whether the head 
was réally that of Hendrijke Stoeffels, com- 
panion of the artist in his later years, and 
discussed its remarkable history since 
Becker lugged it away in triumph in 166),

four years before the master's death. 

When Becker added the painting to his 
collection—he was an art patron too—it 
disappeared from the art world and was 
known to later connoisseurs only through 
documents giving details of its acquisition 
from Rembrandt. For nearly 200 years 
nothing more was heard of it, then, in the 
middle of the nineteenth century, it tutned 
up in the Stanley Collection at Palmerston 
House, Turnbridge, near Sheffield, England. 
From there, it apparently went to the col- 


lection of Otto von Wesendonck, a Swiss; 
at least, in 1888 it was listed in Berlin in 
a catalogue of the Wesendonck Collection. 

Richard Wagner, the composer, may have 
seen the painting for it was at the Wesen- 
donck home that he wrote part of “Tristan 
and Isolde.” 

A few years later the Wesendonck col- 
lection was stored in a provincial German 
museum at Bonn, and for more than 30 
years the great Rembrandt painting lay 
uncared for gathering the dust and dirt of 
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three decades. Last year two Dutch deal- 
ers attended an auction of the Wesendonck 
collection at Cologne and bid for the be- 
grimed picture. It was knocked down for 
700 marks, less than $300. 

The dealers gave the picture a routine 
cleaning. Under their hands appeared a 
work of such compelling majesty that they 
knew at once they had stumbled on one of 
the great artistic mysteries of the centuries. 
Excited and jubilant they called experts 
who confirmed that the painting was in- 
deed the long-lost Rembrandt. 

Among the experts who hurried to see it 
was Dr. William Valentiner, curator of the 
Detroit Institute of Art and an authority 
on Rembrandt. He said it was undoubtedly 
“among the great artist's best,” and de- 
scribed it thus: 

“The painting is a grandiose composi- 


tion, brilliantly executed in glowing warm 
brown and golden lines, somewhat rem- 
iniscent of the late Titian, whom Rem- 
brandt seemed to have admired greatly. 

“The figure is seen in the three-fourths 
length ‘en face, which is characteristic for 
the last works of Rembrandt. An extraor- 
dinary effect is created by the mass of shim- 
mering jewelry on the costume and the 
golden crown of ‘Juno.’ 

“The execution of the painting is un- 
usually careful compared with other late 
Rembrandts, perhaps on account of the 
complaint of the creditor, who did not quite 
understand the freedom of technique in 
Rembrandt's late works, which now is espe- 
cially appreciated. 

“The ‘Juno’ was one of the most remark- 
able discoveries in the field of Rembrandts,

Bank and director of a round dozen of 
America’s great corporations, differs 
from the original fable in one import- 
ant respect. Ed Grombach wasn't in-

He simply rep- 

resented the best interests of the Lig- 

onier Board of Trade, of which he is. 

secretary. Presumably the thorn got 

something out of the operation as 

well, though the terms on whicb Mel- 

lon settled haven’t been made public.

The farm hands felt bitterly certain 

that they weren’t getting their fair 

share of the $120,000 a year Mellon is 

reputed to spend on his sumptuous 

hunts and races. Perhaps they re- 

sented this the more for knowing that 

their squire was able to spare $20,000 

for the Republican National Commit- 

tee’s campaign against the New Deal 

only last fall. Mellon, equally stub- 

born, seems to have felt that he was 

being ruthlessly imposed upon by the 

farm hands. It wasn’t the money, he 

implied; it was the principle of the 

thing. In other words: This hurts 
me more than it hurts you. 

This was a hard logic for working 

men drawing only 30 cents an hour to 

swallow. When Mellon flatly refused

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matum (to rafse wages or keep off 
their land), he’d simply close down 
Rolling Rock Farms, abolish the 
steeplechase and ‘give up the hunt. By 
a curious coincidence and to the de- 
light of collectors of rural Americana, 
the same day Mellon’s hands went out 
on strike, 10 of Charles Schwab’s hired 


men locked themselves in the potato 


cellar of his equally imposing farm at 
Loretto, Pennsylvania, announcing 
that they were on a sitdown strike. 
They were getting two and a half cents 
less per hour than Mellon’s people 


_ drew. 


The stir all this made in the com- 
munity may readily be imagined. 
Farmers were for and against the de- 
cision to boycott the hunt, but they 
were unanimously certain Mellon was 
bluffing. They guessed what Rolling 
Rock meant, in the way of prestige 
and sentimental attachment to the 
Mellon family. His talk of discontin- 
uing the hunts didn’t fease them one 
bit. 


ATURALLY the whole situation 
N= aggravated by the inherent 

tendency of farmers whose land 
is ridden over by stylish huntsmen to 
resent it—no matter how well they are 
paid for the damage to their fields and 
fences. This is a chronic discontent 
that exists in every hunting commun- 
ity and is invariably heightened every 
time a fox gets into a chicken house or 
a farmer takes revenge on all foxes, 
hunters and hounds, by blowing some 
fat animal to pieces with his shotgun. 
The business men of Ligonier natural- 
ly don’t share this animosity. For 
them the hunt is a colorful and senti- 
mental occasion and the steeplechases 
—which they are permitted to attend 
—are not only very gala, but highly 
profitable. 

Now, in order to catch the full flay- 
or of this episode of bucolic tempera- 
ments and explain the injured inno- 
cence both parties displayed to the 
world, it is necessary to look into the 
background of the proud overlord of 
Rolling Rock. 

The late Richard Beatty Mellon, 
Richard King’s father, founded the 
farm. He was one of the two broth- 
ers of the Honorable Andrew W. Mel- 
lon, late Secretary of the Treasury and 
Ambassador to Great Britain. Richard 
Beatty seems to have had the same 
passion for building his more dis- 
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tinguished brother had for collecting. 


Some of Pittsburgh’s finest public 


buildings were his gift and he estab 
lished Rolling Rock as the playground 
of all the Mellons, by now a numerous 
(and prosperous) brood. 

Rolling Rock Farm began as a nur 
ery for fine crops, sleek stock and 
prize-winning farm produce in gener 
al. Soon after its establishment it be 
gan to be a consistent winner at coun- 
try fairs all over the region—as well 
it might. 
by any of the ills that keep the aver 


age dirt farmer out of the blue ribbon 


booths. It was the present Dick Mel 
lon and his cousin, Paul Mellon, At 
drew’s son, who turned the farm into 
the horsiest estate in Pennsylvania— 
and the smartest establishment of its 
kind in America. Both were keen rid- 
ers and fond of racing. 

Throughout the development of 
Rolling Rock Farm into a racing farm, 
a race course and so on, the Mellon 
boys have been extremely hospitable. 
For years they paid all the bills and 
their friends had a good share of the 
fun. In 1934, carrying the hospitable 
function still further, the board of 
governors of the Rolling Rock Club 
decided to assess members $25 a year: 
Naturally this wasn’t expected to de 
fray any significant part of the UP 
keep. The assessment was slapped on 
just to make members ‘“‘feel more i2- 
dependent.”’ Dick Mellon even went 80 
far as to give up some of his proprie 
tary rights. The board announced 
that henceforth he was to be regarded 
as simply a “regular, dues payins 
member.”’ |

she would not decide between them. 
They quarreled and Luly Bee went 
away. Her going enraged them the 
more. They started to fight inside the 
restaurant and, still fighting, went in- 
to the street. 

Johnnie Shepherd, swinging out be- 
hind them on his crutches, drew his 
pistol from its holster and waited un- 
til Gabbard, lashing out at his older 
antagonist, shifted his position, pre- 
senting his back. Sagging his weight 
on his crutches, Johnnie raised his 
pistol and fired and Harvey Gabbard 
crumpled to the ground and died. His 
body was taken home to his mother 
and the two Shepherds were locked 
up. 

Through Christmas day and until 
Sunday Mrs. Wickline kept her boy’s 
body, brooding, and on Sunday she 
took it to the Gabbard burying ground 
on Puncheon Creek. She heard with 
seeming stoicism the clods that fell 
on his coffin and turned. away, hiding 
a purpose to take two lives for the one 
that had been taken. 
Until the court met 
on Tuesday she held 
to her purpose and 
perfected her plan. 
The court, beginning 
its slow process of 
fixing guilt, would 
give her the chance 
of avenging her son 
in a more speedy 
and a more certain 
way. 

Tuesday morning, 
on a pretext, she 
tarried behind at 
home when her hus- 
band and other 
members of her fam- 
ily were starting to 
the courthouse, and 
secured her hus- 
band’s revolver. She 
wrapped a handker- 
chief about it. and 


coat when she en- 
tered the courtroom 
and took her seat in 
the front row of 
chairs at the right of 
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the enclosure, eyeing the brothers 
when they were brought in and await- 
ing her chance. 

There was suspicion that Mrs. Wick- 
line had had accomplices in planning 
and carrying out her plan. Her hus- 
band, William Wickline; Mrs. Mattie 
Downs Haddix and Buck Gabbard were 
arrested on warrants charging the 
four with murder. There appeared to 
be more feeling against Mrs. Wickline 
than is ordinarily aroused over a kill- 
ing where killings are common, and as 
the Jackson jail is ingecure, she was 
taken to the new jail at Hindman af- 
ter she had waived examining trial and 
had been denied bail. 
deemed prudent to remove Noah Shep- 
herd and he was taken to Winchester. 
The three accused with Mrs. Wickline 
had :their examining trial a few days 
later under precautions to prevent a 
similar,.occurrence. All witnesses and 
others were searched for weapohs as 
they entered the courtroom.

Ka- 
zee and Southwood had been drinking 
from the two pint bottles of moonshine 
liquor that Kazee had . brought 
along. 

Then, as much on account of the 
liquor as on account of the girl, they 
fell to quarreling. Southwood had a 
revolver. He took it out of his pocket 
and fired a shot into the swiftly flow- 
ing current of Troublesome. Kazee 
took the weapon away from him and 
they quarreled some more about that. 
Kazee became enraged and threatened 
to kill Southwood. 

‘‘Charlie,’”’ said Southwood, ‘‘you are 
going to kill your best friend.’’ 

Kazee had no particular objection 
to killing his best friend. He fired 
one shot over Southwood’s shoulder 
and then sent a bullet through his 
body. He and Kelly Sanders ran 
away, but Luly Bee stayed with South- 
wood until he died. 

Because of her second appearance 
in what looked like a triangle killing, 
Luly Bee was arrested along with Ka- 
zee and brought to jail and the next 
morning, when Noah Shepherd was in 
Circuit Court for trial Luly Bee was in 
County Court testifying in the examin- 
ing trial growing out of the killing of 
Southwood. Shepherd’s trial was con- 
tinued on account of the absence of 
some of the witnesses.

The girl is convinced that she 
would not have been here to testify if 
Southwood had not fired a bullet into 
Troublesome before Kazee took the 
weapon away from him, for when Ka- 
zee had shot Southwood he snapped 
the gun at her, only to discover that 
there were no more cartridges. ‘If I 
had more cartridges,” he said, “I 
would kill all of you.’’ 

Before Luly Bee figured in the two 
tragedies that caused the death of 
four men, her brother, Harrison 
Haynes, was killed. He was employed 
at a wayside eating place on Trouble- 
some near the mouth of Clayhole and 
was murdered in his bed and robbed 
of $75. Clinton Sanders was killed at 
the same time. 

After Mrs. Wickline was taken to 
Hindman jail she still sorrowed for 
her son and worried over the killing 
of Shouse and the wounding of Noble. 
She had no regrets, she said, for kill- 
ing Johnnie Shepherd and was only 
sorry that she had not also killed 
Noah, but she was sorry that she had 
killed Shouse. Brooding over that she 
began to act queerly and after a while 
it was brought to the attention of the 
“Court that there should be an inquiry 
into her condition. Physicians ap- 
pointed to examine her reported that 
she had become insane and recom- 
mended that she be committed to the 
State Hospital at Lexington and this 
was done.

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Experiments at the University of Wisconsin

They main‘ asined weight, and one of 
them gaine:! three pounds. They say 
it wasn’t hard. One of them says he 
wouldn’t mind going on with it, 
though another overate on his first 
‘regular’ meal. 

It was all part of an experiment con- 
ducted by Professor E. G. Hastings of 
the department of bacteriology and 
Sigrud Funder, 23 years old, a Nor- 
wegian student on fellowship from the 
University of Oslo, where his father is 
a faculty member. The experiment 
had a double objective—the study not 
only of the efficiency of the diet in pro- 
viding nourishment, but also of its ef- 
fect on intestinal flora. The experi- 
ment was terminated because of Fun- 
der’s approaching return to Oslo. 

Robert Goodrich, senior agricultur- 
al student, stuck to the exclusive milk 
diet for four months; Emil Petrusek, 
college senior, and Leonard Marshall, 
sophomore engineer, for seven weeks. 

Goodrich is working his way and 
has worked for his meals. He wight 
not have paid much attention to the 
call for volunteers for the experiment 
if the milk had not been offered free. 
That was right down his alley. This 
winter, with food provided in the name 
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of science, he couid work for cash. 
“It was easy,”’ he says. ‘I had no 
craving for meat, though I did crave 


sweets sometimes in the last month or‘ 


so. And that went away when I drank 
some milk. 


“Christmas made it tough. I went 
home for the holidays, too—but I kept 
up the diet.’’ . 

Goodrich got three and one-half 
quarts of milk a day. So long as he 
got it from the university dairy, which 
maintains a high butterfat content, his 
weight held up to his usual 148 
pounds. He lost six pounds in two 
weeks in the infirmary, where milk 
lower in fats was provided, but 
promptly regained his weight on re- 
turning to the richer milk. 

His supplementary diet consisted of 
two apples and two oranges daily. 
That was all—not even a candy bar or 
a yesterday’s biscuit. No wonder his 
first full meal was full, indeed. 

“I nad some meat balls, potatoes 
and vegetables—a regular meal,’”’ he 
says. “If I had ill effects, it was from 
the quantity. I'd have felt the same 
effect from that meal even if I’d been 
on ordinary diet for the last four 
months.”’ 

Petrusek, who ate one apple and one 
orange a day, began with a daily ra- 
tion of three and one-half quarts of 
milk, but had to step it up to four. He 
gained weight, and says he liked the 
diet so well he “could go for more of 
Figg 

Copper and iron were added to the 
milk, explains Professor Hastings, to 
supply its deficiencies for adult diet. 

“From the viewpoint of bacteriol- 
ogy,’ he says, ‘“‘the testing was to find 
the reaction of bacteria in the intestin- 
al tract. And this experiment was 
only a beginning, a preliminary sur- 
vey to determine if it is worth while 
to go on along these lines.”’

For years she had been a resi- 
dent of the district, known commonly 
as Flossie and often called ‘‘The Queen 
of Chinatown.”’ Despite the facts that 
her two husbands had been Chinese, 
her associates were Chinese and it was 
in Chinese that she screamed her pro- 
tests when she was hustled into the 
police station, this ‘“‘Queen of China- 
town’ was a white woman. Now an 
opium addict and accused of operat- 
ing an opium dive, she had come to 
Chinatown 35 years before as a lay 
missionary, zealous to uplift its resi- 
dents—particularly eager to win them 
away from opium smoking. 

Something of her life during those 
years and before—how the time came 
when she could not save herself from 
the insidious adversary she had been 
fighting on behalf of others—she told 
the other day after the hysterical out- 
burst occasioned by her arrest had 
subsided.

the story written on her yellowed face; 
at 66 she is an old woman, haggard 
and worn, all beauty gone. 

Florence was an English girl, 
healthy, fresh-faced, daughter of a 
Yorkshire innkeeper. She fell in love 
with a Chinese. “I was only 17,” she 
said, ‘‘when I met—I won't tell you 
his name. He was an ace. He is why 
I have always loved the Chinese. I 
was going to medical school and so 
was he. I was wildly in love with him 
and he with me. My family did not 
object. They don’t feel about the Chi- 
nese in England as you do in 
America. . 


Ory E CAME to America, to 
Philadelphia, to be a doctor. 
I followed—to visit my sis- 
ter, but really to be near him, and we 
were married.

Not long after the death of her first 
husband, she continued, she married 
another Chinese, Sui Jung, an import- 
er and exporter. Twelve years ago, 
she said, Jung went back to China to 
visit relatives, and because of United 
States exclusion law has never bee 
able to return to this country. She 
was, she said, let to shift for the chil 
dren and herself. She hadn't heard 
from her husband for the last seven 
years—but thought he still cared for 
her. She had been making her living, 
she asserted, by sewing, crocheting, 
teaching English to Chinese and tak- 
ing in lodgers. 

Part of her story Flossie didn’t tell 
It wasn't necessary—officers already 
knew it. In 1929, according to police 
records, she was arrested on a charge 
of illegal possession of opium. She 
was found in a luxuriously furnished 
apartment, in one wall of which a 
Oriental shrine of marble had bees 
built, and she appeared in court fash-. 
fonably dressed and wearing jewels. 
Officers reported they had found $2000 
worth of opium behind a wall of the 
house and $10,000 worth of the drug 
and pipes in the cellar. But they 
could not prove that Mrs. Jung owned 
the contraband, so she was ds 
charged. 


GAIN in 1934 she was in court 
A= a dope charge—a series of 

charges, in fact, dealing with the 
illegal handling of opium. And at that 
time a strange thing happened. Federal 
Judge George A. Welsh looked down 
from his bench at the “Queen of China- 
town” and recognized her as the seal- 
ous young missionary worker among 
the Chinese he had known 30 years be 
fore. Back in 1904 Judge Welsh was 
an assistant in the District Attorney's 
office and the police were having trou 
ble with Chinatown, where the tongs 
were often at war. Florence Jung 
helped Assistant District Attorney 
Welsh by serving as interpreter be 
tween the Chinese and officialdom. 2 
that work in the interest of -peace be 
came to know of this white woman’ 
fondness for her husband’s people, of 
her efforts to Americanize them and of 
her reputation for smoothing out com 
troversies among them. 

Rémembering these things, the 
Judge unhappily pondered the ques 
tion of how best to. deal with the woul 
an she had become.

Like innumerable plain men of the re- 


tion Thad Snow is gifted with a plen- 
ous eloquence. Unlike any of them, 
be has a commensurate power of ex- 
pressing himself in written prose. 

“IT can’t claim to be wholly unso- 
phisticated as regards literary expres- 


fon,” he will say. ‘I’m a great read- 
, you know.” As a matter of fact 
Thad Snow came under the influence 
of letters early in life, being the son of 
4 well-to-do business man in Green- 
feld, Indiana, and a boon companion 
o James Whitcomb Riley, who was 
in his sixties during most of Thad’s 


Youth. In addition he was a keen stu- 
deat of philosophy at the University of 
Michigan and evidently took more 
than the regular four years’ course at 
Ann Arbor, where a close friend of his 
on the English faculty tried to force 

into a career as a writer. He says 
how that he never had any such inten- 
ion. When he left Ann Arbor he had 
hO choice. He had studied himself in-

As a new set- 
tler I was greeted with 
the usual question, 
“What did you do?’ 
The county was 
then so uninviting that 
every newcomer was 
presumed to have 
left his former abode 
under a cloud and 
pursued by the Sheriff. 
Sometimes the Sheriffs 
crossed the river and 
came after us, but 
usually the riddance 
was considered good 
enough ... which no 
doubt helps to account 
for our rapid increase 
in population.” The 
irony which character- 
izes this letter is in 
Thad Snow’s best vein. 
He mentions, for exam- 
ple, that his small 
county aims to produce 
at least one murder 
a@® month—more mur- 
ders per unit of popu- 
lation than any other 
part of the nation. 
Occasionally the hy- 
perbole that creeps in- 
to his humor and the 
subtlety of his method 
gets the writer into 
trouble. Back in 1920 
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a meeting of the 
Southeast Missouri 
Agricultural Bureau in 
which he pretended to 
quote letters and a re- 
port from a New York 
efficiency expert the 
Executive Committee 
was supposed to have 
brought there at $1000 
aday. The report was 
obviously Thad Snow’s 
own keen and faintly 
acid analysis of the 
farm situation, but a 
newspaper editor in 
the gathering missed 
the point. He had a 
stenographer take 
down every word of 
the report and printed 
it verbatim and in full 
the next day. His sub- 
sequent humiliation 
may be imagined. He 
wouldn’t speak to Thad 


Snow for 15 years and is just begin- 


ning to be civil now. 

Yet despite his fatal gift for satire, 
Snow is essentially a lovable and al- 
truistic man, just, independent and 
honest. He is a successful farmer in 
every sense. One gets the impression 
that his thousand acres of rich bot- 
toms land would flourish if the rest of 
Missouri suddenly became desert. 
That is pretty nearly what happened 
last year. In the midst of the drouth 
he was out inspecting the acres being 
cultivated by one of his sharecroppers. 
(The cotton land is farmed by crop- 
pers and runs to 300 acres; the rest is 
filled by “hands.’’) “How much 
do you think we'll make on this?”’ 
Snow asked. The cropper allowed as 
he might make 300 pounds to an acre. 
Thad estimated 400. He was so. cer- 
tain the cropper had underestimated 
that he made a bargain with the fel- 
low. If he made less than 400 pounds 
an acre, Thad would pay him for 400. 
If he made more, he was to pay Thad 
for the excess. And at the end of the 
most dreadful drouth in the records, 
with crops burning up everywhere else, 
this acreage yielded 650 an acre, 150 
pounds better than the ‘‘bale-an-acre”’ 
yield most planters dream about. 
Thad secretly turned over the win- 
nings to the cropper’s wife, swearing 
her to secrecy. 

Thad is reputed to spend only an 
hour a day on farming, the rest on 
reading, writing and studying. He was 
asked whether this is so, and had to 
admit it wasn't. He doesn’t spend 
anything like an hour a day at farm- 
ing he said. ‘That is one of the im- 
munities of age and experience,” he 
said proudly. And told how he has 
recently adopted the custom of wan- 
dering out to the fields in his old bath- 
robe, looking around a little, and then 
going back to bed. While he didn’t 
say so, two factors are probably re- 
sponsible for this. His management 
has become so expert that the planta- 
tion almost runs itself. And this is

owing to the fact that his reputation 
for justice and generous dealing has 
won him the most conscientious and 
adoring workers in the entire district. 
His is the only place in Mississippi 
County where Negro and white labor 
work together in perfect accord. Yet, 
if one asks Thad Snow whether he 
thinks it is possible to make money 
farming under the present economic 
system, he’ll answer blithely: ‘Sure 
it is. All you have to do is work 
plenty of rich bottom land—and 
pay your workers as little as pos- 
sible.’’ 


HAD SNOW’S old Southern 
| mansion is a tiny shingled cot- 
tage not much bigger than his 
croppers’ cabins. It faces down the 
stem of a T-shape intersection of slab 
road, down which he can watch the 
sun dip into hazy fences of distant 
timber in a nightly valedictory blaze 
of glory. From this intersection his 
rich umber soil stretches out a mile 
down both sides of the highway, a mile 
north and south and a mile east, be- 
hind the cottage. He is planning to 
build a larger house a little back from 
the road on a slight rise of ground in 
the midst of the heavy timber which 
is now his background. 

His family consists of & sympathetic 
wife, whom Thad used to follow 
around the house reading bits of Thor- 
stein Veblen to, and several charming 
daughters. Emily, aged 9, or there- 
abouts, is his severest critic. When 
Associated Press men swarmed to her 
father during the flood, to get infor- 
mation he alone could give, she came 
to him after their departure and ad- 
monished him not to let their atten- 
tion make him conceited. When she 
was told that the people in St. 
Louis wanted to know more about her 
father, she told the Post-Dispatch that 
this didn’t impress her in the least. 
And to prove it made a defiant exit. 

Thad Snow’s observation of the 
flood and its effect on his neighbors in 


the fuse-plug area embittered him 
greatly and may be partly responsible 
for his decision to move away from 
the road side. He himself is probably 
responsible for the fact that his county 
is so elaborately provided with paved 
county roads and is very proud of the 
accomplishment—which took a lot of 
shrewd fighting. He is also very ac- 
tive in flood control committee work 
and favors the fuse-plug expedient, 
despite his disgust with the way it 
was carried out. But watching the 
refugees file past his door step this 
winter was too much. He described 
the spectacle in one of his finest let- 
ters to the Post-Dispatch, one that was 
printed under the cartoon and re- 
printed all over the country. It’s 
reportorial excellence was so telling 
that English professors wrote in to 
say they were using it as a model. 
This masterpiece was written while 
the floodway waters were lapping the 
top of the setback levee, threatening 
every minute to bury the Snow planta- 
tion under 10 feet of muddy ice water. 

The simplicity and lack of affecta- 
tion that characterize Thad Snow’s 
writing characterize his thinking, too, 
and his behavior. Seated at Governor 
Stark’s conference table the other day, 
he noticed a gentleman sitting near 
the head of the table. He didn’t have 
much to say, but what he said was 
pointed, and often witty. ‘‘Now I like 
that,’’ Thad Snow says, ‘‘so I began to 
watch his face. It was a right good 
kind of face—piain and honest, and he 
smiled easy.’’ So after the meeting, 
which had something to do with flood 
control, Snow went up to the Gover- 
nor and Stark introduced him to the 
other man. ‘‘Governor Horner of Illi- 
nois,’’ he said. So Thad Snow told the 
other man what he had been thinking 
at the table—ttold it just as he had 
thought it. ‘‘Well, Mr. Snow," Gov- 
ernor Horner said, ‘‘I suppose that 
when anybody says that kind of nice 
thing to me I’m supposed to fall back 
and be embarrassed and blush a little.

But as a matter of fact 
—I like it.’’ And that 
is how Horner joined 
the ranks of honest 
plain-spoken men 
whom Thad Snow ad- 
mires and loves. 
“That’s just the kind 
of thing I could say if 
somebody liked my 
writing,’ he says. ‘‘I 
know I know a little 
about farming. But if 
anybody likes the way 
I write, that tickles 
me—and I have to ad- 
mit it.’’ 

Among the other 
great (or near great) 
men whom Snow ad- 
mires is Henry Wal- 
lace. They met sever- 
al years ago and spent 
five days in genial in- 
tense discussion. Thad 
picked Wallace as Sec- 
retary of Agriculture 
years before President 
Roosevelt did and 
wholly approves the 
policies he has initi- 
ated and his manner 
of conducting himself 
in office. He was 
among the 4600 farm- 
er pilgrims who went 
to Washington to 
thank the administra- 
tion for the AAA. 
One of his best letters 
relates to the pilgrim- 
age, and attacks the 
textile interests and 
newspaper writers who 
declared the whole 
thing a sham. . 
Charac teristically, 
Snow doesn’t remem- 
ber where it was that 
he spent those five 
days talking to Wal- 
lace. He doesn’t re- 
member how many 
hands and croppers he 
has living on his plan- 
tation either. 

Thad’s political con- 
victiona are robust, 
consistent and hard to 
formulate. He doesn’t 
subscribe to any stated 
program or philosophy, 
but is stridently inde- 
pendent in his think- 
ing and says you 
couldn’t label him if 
you wanted to. In the 
most vigorous sense of 
the word, he is a liber- 
al and a progressive, 
Those aren’t exactly 
tags. 

He reads voraciously, but without 
any attempt to cover many books or 
authors. If he finds a writer to his 
taste, he reads everything he has writ- 
ten. Thorstein Veblen is his favorite 
and Snow started the interest in Veb- 
len which has been editorially pro- 
moted by the Post-Dispatch. The fact 
that he admired both Veblen and the 
present administration led him to 
write a long letter attempting to prove 
that the New Deal was an expression 
of Veblen’s philosophy. Frank Mc- 
Clelland, a noted St. Louis economist, 
who didn’t like the New Deal, an- 
swered this by attacking Snow. ‘“‘It is 
a little discouraging,’’ McClelland 
wrote, ‘To find,a student of Veblen— 
there are too few—missing the whole 
point of his writings so badly as Mr. 
Snow has done... . Each of Veblen’s 
disciples interprets his doctrine in the 
light of his own experience.”’ 


re ELL I can take it,’’ Thad 
V V Snow replied to this robust 

chastisement. “He chal- 
lenges me to name a single adminis- 
trative act that ‘smacks of Veblenism.’ 
By George, I’m not going to doit.... 
The thing is for everybody to read 
Veblen for himself, then each can do 
his own interpreting.’’ This unpre- 
cedented way of parrying a bitter 
thrust put an end to what promised to 
be a lively impact of minds. 

One might expect Thad Snow to 
make enemies galore among his pros- 
perous land-owning neighbors and the 
business men of Charleston. That he 
doesn’t is little short of miraculous, 
and in some respects it is a miracle. 
Take the sharecropper problem for an 
instance. Obviously Thad Snow’s 
sharecroppers are better housed and 
better treated than most. They are all 
Negroes, but even though Snow recog- 
nizes the inscrutable stubbornness of 
the ‘race question, he can’t see why 
Negroes should be ipso facto less ex- 
cellent than his own race. So they 
come to him in droves asking advice,

asking aid, asking friendship. Natur- 
aily the Tenant Farmers’ Union or- 
ganizers come, too. Thad simply can’t 
understand why he should be the only 
landowner in his entire county who 
doesn’t involuntarily yearn to lynch a 
few of them. “You'd think there 
would be at least one other,” he says 
plaintively. At any rate he himself 
takes delight in helping along the or- 
ganization of tenants and sharecrop- 
pers. And when a courageous band of 
them assembied in Charleston for a 
demonstration, he was naturally on 
hand to see what would happen. He 
took along a Baptist preacher who is 
a good friend of his. The demonstra- 
tlon came off peaceably enough, 
though Snow's friend fnally felt it 
necessary to disappear, lest a parish- 
ioneer see him there. 

And the episode had a sequel. In 
pure gratitude he later invited the 
minister to come out to his house for 
& game of checkers and an afternoon’s 
shooting. As they played, he thought 
things over and finally he said: ‘Look 
here, now. I've come toa point in my 
life where I want to make a change in 
my religious habits. For years, you 
know, I’ve been staying away from the 
Methodist Church. But I'm so grate- 
ful to you for your interest in these 
poor Christian croppers that I’ve de- 
cided to make a change. From now 
on,’ he concluded, “I’m going to stay 
away from your church exclusively.”’ 
The parson roared with glee. 


end. His business men friends 

have come asking him to help 
them with a contribution for the erec- 
tion of a shot factory. The $1000 they 
ask doesn’t bother him. They tell him 
he’ll get that back with interest, since 
the company (a St. Louis firm whose 
name he forgets) will dock the work- 
ers 10 per cent of their wages till the 
original cost is paid back. The com- 
pany, which of course, rents its ma- 
chinery, won’t have a cent invested in 
Charleston. And this scheme, which 
sounds like a good business move to 
the town boosters, will lead, inevitab- 
ly, Thad feels, to bloodshed and hor- 
ror. He tells them that the whole 
plan is simply a scheme to avoid pay- 
ing union wages in St. Louis. Thad is 
a philosopher on the Justice Holmes 
order. He thinks people have a right 
to make their own blunders. The only 
thing that he isn’t certain of is wheth- 
er capitalists have a right to make 
blunders they themselves won’t have 
to pay for, and then take it out on the 
workers. 

Such heady problems Thad Snow, 
who has nothing of the evangelist in 
him, leaves to reformers. He is will- 
ing to go to Washington, St. Louis, 
Jefferson City, Memphis to work for 
the good of his county. He even went 
to Alaska to satisfy his curiosity about 
the Matanuska Valley colony—which 


Re now Snow is at his wit’s 


he approved wholly. He hasn’t a grain 
of personal ambition and thanks his 
stars that he needn’t work for a sal- 
ary. 

“The only time I feel better than 
my fellow man,’’ he once wrote, ‘‘is 
when I am starting out on a hunt. 
Just when I am starting out I feel that 
way. After the first point I am no 
longer conscious of the conventional 
world and its invidious distinctions.”’ 

Occasionally, though, his serenity is 
shattered by a yearning to know how 
the other half thinks. This occurred 
after several months’ perusal of the 
economic generalizations published as 
advertisements in the daily press by a 
trust company. Finally Thad Snow 
could contain his curiosity no longer. 
Just to get a rise out of the ad writer 
he wrote the people’s column a letter 
ostensibly praising the advertisements, 
but concluding with the provocative 
phrase: “I should like to know if the 
writer’s mind does actually stop at t*e 
limits observed in his writing.’’ A 
friend of his immediately wrote re- 
monstrating: ‘I know you were only 
kidding, but lots of people will think 
you’re turning a Tory.” Thad ex- 
plained his mischief ‘to his friend and 
handed his explanation to the post- 
man. The latter handed him in re- 
turn a long letter from the banker 
who had himself written the ads. He 
read the letter through. Subsequent- 
ly he met the banker—-camie to St. 
Louis just for that purpose. Now 
Thad Snow doesn’t think Tories are 
quite as obnoxious as they are improb- 
able. He still doesn’t think anyone 
could believe the things that man 
wrote in his advertisements.

They say there were 10 flivvers 
for every Rolls and at least two 
farmers and mill workers for ev- 
ery member of the mythical four 
hundred. The common touch was 
evident also in the persons of doz-

HE following year (1935) 
saw no contraction of the 
institution.

blasphemy in it so strange and 
terrible that no one would care to 
mention it at the Rolling Rock 
clubhouse.

ment by Johannes Hellerus, a no- 
tary public, dated August 29, 
1665, attesting that Rembrandt 
wanted to pay off Becker other- 
wise, but that the art patron in- 
sisted, ‘‘Let Rembrandt finish the 
Juno firast.”’ It would thus appear 
that Becker, recognizing the great 
genius of the painter, wanted the 
Juno much more than he wanted 
his few guilder. 

The statement also reveals that 
Rembrandt must have been close 
to abject poverty since he had to 
pawn various objects with 
Becker. 

The document follows: 


“This day of Our Lord, the 
twenty-ninth of August, 1665; ap- 
peared before me, 8S. JOHANNES 
HELLERUS, notary public, ad- 
mitted to the Court of Holland 
and resident of Amsterdam, Abra- 
ham Francen Sen., resident of 
this city, aged 50 years. By the 
request of S. Rembrandt Van Ryn 
Sen., painter, living at the Roose- 
gracht, testified and witnessed 
thereof that it was the truth that 
he, the witness, ordered by the de- 
fendant, had gone to the residence 
of Harmen Becker and to Harmen 
Becker in person, one and a half 
years ago, not remembering the 


precise time, to suggest in the 
name of the defendant that the 
defendant would be willing to 
pay the capital plus the in- 
terest which he had the right to 
claim according to two different 
Obligations noted as a deficit on 
the defendant’s part, under the 
condition, that he, Becker imme- 
diately after receiving the sum 
will have to release and restitute 
all those objects pawned with 
him, and. presenting to him the 
handwriting of the aforemen- 
tioned Harmen Becker as a proof, 
whereon Becker responded: ‘Let 
Rembrandt finish the Juno first,’

HREE months after 
William Danz, pros- 
perous Philadelphia 
business man, was 
laid in his grave, 
supposedly the vic- 
. tim of a stomach 
ailment, his widow appeared at 
police headquarters and requested 
his body be exhumed. 

She based her request on her 
maid’s discovery that morning of 
a package of arsenic mysteriously 
hidden away on the top shelf of 
the Danz kitchen cabinet, saying 
she could not account for its pres- 
ence.
